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CHAPTER I 


DEFINITION, SUBJECT MATTER AND SCOPE OF STUDY 
OF ECONOMICS 


Q. Define Economics, Also give a brief account of its 
subject-matter and scope of study. 


Introduction—Man isa social animal. As a social being, 
it is natural for him to depend upon others. This relationship 
has been growing and developing along with the development 
of the civilization and culture. With the development of culture 
and civilization, human relationship and the way of life ofman 
has grown complex. Human needs have become unlimited and 
innumerable and now it is not easy for man to discern which need 
is main and which is subsidiary. Thus, there is a consant trouble 
for the achievement of the needs and fulfilment of the wants. In 
his attempt to fulfil his needs and satisfy his wants, man performs 
various activities. Today, wealth or money has the power to 
satisfy various means and wants. Consequently, all human activi- 
ties are directed towards earning money and acquiring wealth. 
In other words, almost all the activities of man are economic acti- 
vities. It is the Economics which studies the various activities of 
man in regard to acquisition of wealth and earning of money. 


‘Tradition of Economics in India is very old. It dates back to 
about 500 B. C. Kautilya, the famous thinker of ancient India, 
has given to the world the famous book, entitled “ARTHSHAS- 
TRA”. This is a treasure of knowledge for the Indian sub-conti« 
nent. Although the book is entitled “ARTHSHASTRA”, but it 
also deals with various aspects of political and social life. This 
book was written about 2500 years ago. It has certain very 
important aspects of economic life. Warious social sciences have 
been dealt with in this book. Other ancient thinkers called 
Rishis, have also made valuable contributions in this regard. 
Brihaspati, Angirishi, etc , have written certain things about Eco- 
nomics and its various principles. 


The present form of Economics has very little to do with the 
old tradition of Economics. Itis a boon of the British rule in 
India. The contact of the Indian life with that of European 


. world brought the subjuct of Economics to the Indian education. 


It is now being studied as a part of the education. 


Definition of Economics—Various thinkers have defined 
Economics in various forms. They do not see eyeto-eye with 
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each other. Keynes has rightly remarked, “Economics is said to 
have strangled itself with definitions." Barbara Wosten has also 
said, “whenever six economists are gathered there are seven opi- 


nions.’’ Here we are examining the various definitions one by 
one. 


Adam Smith, the Father of Economics, has observed that 
Economics is the science of wealth. According to him, *Econo- 
mics is concerned with the enquiry into the nature and causes of 
Wealth.” Similarly, Prof. Walker has remarked, “Economics is 
that branch of knowledge which relates to wealth.” In the words 
of J. S. Mill, “Economics is the science of wealth in relation to 
man." All these definitions clearly point out that Economics is 
deeply related to wealth. The classical economists who consider- 
ed Economics as the study of wealth, were looked down upon, It 
Was on account of this wrong conception, the critics while critici- 
sing the Economics, remarked it as a “Dismal Science", “Gospel 
of Mammon”, “Science of Selfishness”, and “Bread and Butter 
Science". 


With the advancement of knowledge and development of 
civilization, this concept has changed to a considerable extent. 
The exaggerated emphasis on wealth has disappeared. It has 
rather shifted from wealth to man. Now it is universally recog- 
nised that the wealth is only a means to the end, the end being 
human welfare. It is Marshall’s definition which is more appro- 


priate since its removes all the doubts in regard to correct defini- 
tion of Economics. 


Marshall writes, “Political Economics or Economics is a 
study of man's action in the Ordinary business of life; it enquires 
how he gets his income and how he uses it............ Thus, it is on 
the one side a study of Wealth; and on the other, and more impor- 
tant side, a part of the study of man.” He further says, *Econo- 
mics is a study of mankind in the ordinary business of life; it 
examines that part Of individual and social action which is most 
closely connected with the attainment and with the use of the 
material requisities of well-being.” 


From the above remarks of Marshall, it is quite obvious that 
Economics is not a science of wealth but a science of man prima- 
riy. Thus, Marshall has widened the scope of Economics. He 
hasstretched it to the study of man. Pigou, Richards, Pension 
and Cannon are the other prominent economists, who also regard 
conomics as the science of material welfare. According 1° 
Pigou, “Economics is a study of economic welfare; economic we 
fare being described as that part of welfare which can be brought 

rectly or indirectly into relations with the measuring rod O 
money.” In the words of Pension, “Economics is the science Of 
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material welfare.’ Similarly, according to Cannon, “Economics 
is a study of the causes of material welfare.” 


Prof. Robbins has bitterly criticised Marshall and his other 
followers. He regards Marshall’s definition of Economics as 
unscientific. In his opinion, the welfare conception of Economics 
lacked universality and scientific exactness. According to Robbins, 
“Economics is the science that studies human behaviour as a rela- 
tionship between ends and scarce means which have alternative: 
uses." Stigler and Cairncross also agree with the views of Robbins. 
Stigler observes, “Economics is the study of the principles govern- 
ing the allocation of scarce means among competing ends when 
the objective of allocation is to maximise the attainment of the 
ends." In the words of Cairncross, “Economics is the study of 
the influence of scarcity on human conduct in circumstances where 
men have freedom of choice in allocating scarce and competing. 
wants." 


However, Prof. Robbins and his other followers have also 
been criticised by several economists, the prominent ones being 
Durbin, Fraser, Wooten and Beveridge. Wooten says, “It is very 
difficult to divest their discussions completely of all normative 
significance."  Fraseris of the view, "Economics is something 
more than a value theory or equilibrium analysis." These critics 
feel that the definition of Robbins misses the human touch which 
is of great importance for the study of any social science. Second- 
ly, Robbins has reduced Economics merely to a. valuation theory 
and has thus driven to the backward the other important aspects 
of the study of Economics. Thirdly, in his definition, the distinc- 
tion between ‘means’ and ‘end’ is not clear. Fourthly, the means 
are always scarce, hence their alternative use is always essential, 
Thus, his definition, Robbins has unnecessarily used the words 
‘scarce’ and ‘alternative use’. 


Dr. J. K. Mehta, an eminent enconomist of India has defined 
Economics in his own way. According to him, “Economics is the 
science of human activities considered as an endeavour to reach 
the state of wantlessness.” Dr. Mehta observes that Economics is 
that science which studies the behaviour of man that are directed 
towards achieving that condition which is free from wants. Dr, 
Mehta’s definition has grown more or less philosophical. -Hie 
seems to be of the view that if our wants go on getting fulfilled 
we shall reach a stage When there shall be no wants and all human 
wants shall be fulfilled. In practicallife, this is not found. No 
country has yet been able to achieve this stage of the society, 


From the above analysis, it is evident that the definition of 
Economics has developed by and by. With the expansion of the 
scope of Economics its definitions have also gained dimensions 
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The definitions offered by Prof. Adam Smith and Prof. Mehta are 
not proper on principle. The definition of Robbins is based on 
principle, but it is not very practicable. In the circumstances, 
we may come to the conclusion that Marshall’s definition is 
the best. It is universally accepted, scientific and logical. 
In the modern times, two viewpoints are more in vogue. 
Some economists are the followers of Robbins? views and the other 


that of Marshall But most of the economists accept Marshall’s 
views and follow them. 


Elements of Economics—On the basis ofthe definitions 


discussed above, the chief elements of economics may be briefly 
summarised below :— 


(1) Economics is the study of man's wantsand the efforts 
that he makes to fulfil those wants. He tries to achieve the maxi- 
mum benefit on the minimum investment. 


(2) Economics is purely a material science. It has very little 
todo with the spiritual aspect of human life, It studies man’s 
activities connected with wealth of earning or livelihood. 


(3) Economics is science as well as art. It isa systematised 
body of the knowledge of the human activity in regard to wealth 
and also practical application of the knowledge acquired. 


(4) Study of Economics brings about human welfare. It is 
very useful for mankind and making man happy. 


In short, it can be sail that Economics is the scientific study 
of the economic activities of man asa social being. It studies 
man’s worldly activities in regard to earning of wealth. The main 
aim of the study of this science is to bring about human welfare. 


Subject matter and scope of study of Economics—W° 
have seen the various definitions put forward by various poe 
mists in regard to the subject matter of Economics, It is worthwhi i 
to keep in mind the following thingsin regard to the subjec 
matter and scope of study of Economics :— 


(1) Economics deals with human activities only. It does not 
study the activities of the being, other than man. All the activi 
ties of man are not economics. ‘They are religious, political, soc!" 
and idealistic as well. These activities do not have a direct rela 
tionship with Economics. 


In the modern times, thinking in this regard has changed 0 


a considerable extent. Marxian or materialistic interpretation or 
History has put forward the conclusion that all the activities a 
man are economic activities. It is the economic factors that ar" 
responsible for all the activities of man. From this point of view? 
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religions social and other activities shall form a part of economic 
life. 

(2) Economics studies manasa social being. It does not 
bother itself about persons that live away from the society. 

(3) Economics studies normal human beings. It does not 
study the activities of abnormal human beings such as lunatics. 
mad men or power-drunk or recluse. : 

(4) Economics studies the activities of man in an objective 
and scientific manner. The study is presented in a literary manner 
through the medium of language. It has, therefore, the elements 
of science as well as literature. The objects and aims of Econo- 
micsare based onscience. But thetheories of Economics and 
such other conclusions are more related to literature or art. 

(5) Economics studies the production and utility of the wealth. 
It also describes the importance ofthe wealth in man’s life. 
Under the scope of study of Economics we find the importance of 
the earning of wealth and its useful consumption or preservation. 
We can explain this thing with the help of following example :— 


Suppose Ram Swarup isa banker or business man. He 
carries on various types of business. He has shops, mills, a school 
and two temples. He is also the Manager ofa Mill. The Econo- 
mics shall study his such activities that has bearing on the earning 
of wealth. His activities in regard to shops, mills, business, salary, 
etc. shall form the subject matter of the study of Economics. But 
his activities in regard to school, temples, worship and such other 
religious and social activities shall not form the subject matter of 
the studies of Economics. 

Therefore, we can say that Economics, although a social science. 
has a defect as well. It deals with only one aspect of human 
life, In other words it is one-sided only. Its main aim is to study the 
material aspect of man’s life. It also tries to make attempts to 
make man happy and free from wants. It teaches man the lesson 
of material utility. 

In this manner we can lay down the limits of the scope of 
the study of Economics. At one end of the scope of the study of 
Economics, we have human activities and behaviour, and at 
other end, we have the scientific and objective as wellas arti: de 
study of the material things or objects. Pu 

Subject-matter of Study—Economics has a very wide field 
for the selection of its subject matter. It may be said that i 
scope of study is very wide. Almost all the activities of man a 
generally speaking, economic activities. Each and every activit a 
man may form the subject matter of the study of ike aa o. 
From this point of view every subject can be circumscribed within 
the boundary of the study of Economics. SRL 
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In India, we find that the Government is launching various 
plans, it is levying taxes to acquire money for the fulfilment of 


those plans. On the other hand some people are opposing these =, 


taxes. All these activities form the subject-matter of the study of 
Economics. These activities have a bearing on the economic 
aspect of man’s life. i 

Divison of the subject-matter—We can divide the subject 
matter of Economics in the following two parts :— 


(a) Those activities and subject matter that have a direct 
bearing on a single individual or a single family. Under this sub- 


ject we have the study of one individual or a family and the needs 
and wants of that individual or family. 


(b) Under the second group, we have some wider choice. 

nder it we. have subjects that have relationship with wider 

human circles such as society, country and the world at large. 
Such subjects are effective and have a wider bearing. 


Thus, we see that the subject matter of Economics also has 
some variety and colourfulness,

CHAPTER Ii 


IMPORTANCE OF ECONOMICS IN EDUCATION 
AND CURRICULUM 


Q. Why has the importance of Economics gone so high 
in education and curriculum ? Discuss. 


Introduction—The main aim of education is to impart 
knowledge to the students and equip them to grow into ideal 
citizens of a democratic republic. Various psychological experi- 
ments have proved the fact that the education should aim at 
making students selfreliant and self-dependent. The basic defect 
of the present-day education is that the youths after finishing their 
education are not able to earn their livelihood satisfactorily and 
successfully. They do not have the capacity to run a business or 
industry and earn their livelihood. They are after service or 
employment. Consequently, the problem of unemployment is 
becoming acute for educated youths. Education, therefore, needs 
inclusion of subjects, that have practical value. Greater stress 
should be laid on the teaching of the subjects that can solve the 
practical difficulties of life. The aim of the study of economics 
should thus be to teach modern economic principles by observa- 
tion and understanding of current practices. Pupils should be 
trained to apply sound economic theory to every day life. 


Importance of Economics—Today Economics has become 


en centre of various activities. Itis now accepted that our 


economic activities are the basis of all our activities. Consequently, 
importance of Economics has become inevitable. Every subject is 
viewed from an economic angle. „The subject that does not have 
ic value, is not studied with interest. This is true about 
students as well. They take interest in the subjects that are likely 
to fetch them more money 1n their future life. , Economic isa 
subject which has a practical as well as economic value, It is 
helpful in solving the practical and economic problems of life, 
Therefore, it is natural for it to go up in importance in education 
às well as curriculum. It has the following advantages :— 


(1) Helpful in tackling economic problems—Life is ful] 
of several complex problems. Specially the problems that have 
a bearing on the economic aspect of life are difficult and complex, 
"They need to be solved properly. Economics is helpful in solving 
these problems. The present life is economically directed. Ever 
action is measured in terms of money. - Itis not possible to live 
happily without money. Wants of the present day materialistic 


econom. 
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Basic principles It is based on the following principles: 
(1) Utilisation of the previous knowledge. 


(2) It proceeds from concrete to abstract and so the know- 
ledge is given a solid foundation. 


(3) It is based on the principle of reasoning and logic. 


Merits and advantages—(1) This method is psychological 
and makes the mind of the students creative and active. 

(2) It makes the students disciplined and self-dependent. 

(3) It is quite Psychological, because it proceeds from con- 
Crete to abstract, 


(4) The knowledge acquired through this method is stable 
and permanent. 


Demerits—In spite of the above qualities and merits, this 
method has certain defects as well :— 

(1) Students are of varied nature and so it is not possible to 
frame questions to serve to the interest of all the students, 

(2) In Question-Answer Method, generally students drift from 
the original method. 

(3) The method has not proved very useful in the teaching 


of Economics and social studies. These subjects have a practical 
bias and this method fails to fulfil that job. 


Suggestions for improvement— (1) The teacher should 
try to construct questions to meet the Psychological requirements 
of the students.

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Application—In fact, this is a method which may be 
termed as a method of illustration. {Here through the illustrations 
and examples, an attempt is made to proceed from concrete to 
abstract and from particular to general. 

Merits— The merits of this method are as under :— 

(1) It is a dynamic method and tries to draw conclusions 
out of progressive data. 


(2) It is based on the observation of the real events of life 
and so the principles that are drawn on the basis of it are quite 
dependable. 


(3) 1t is possible to understand laws and theories on the basis 
of this method in a convenient manner, 


(4) It is a simple procedure in which teaching goes on in a 
psychological manner. 


(5) It is possible to use this method even when the statistical 
data ís not available, 


(6) This is a very appropriate method for the teaching of 
Economics. There is very little scope for experiments in this 
method and so it is quite good. 


Demerits and defects—ln spite of the merits, this method 
has the following defects :— 


(1) Since the theories are enunciated without any statistical 
data, so there is always likelihood of their proving to be 
incorrect, 

(2) Sometimes, the theories drawn on the basis of this 
method come out to be unpractical. 


(3) Only efficient persons can handle these methods because 
they require a lot of calculation and working out. 


(4) In certain subjects of Economics such as Distribution, 
Exchange, etc., this method has a limited value. 


(5) There is no provision for the basis on which the truth 
may be examined. 

(6) Followers of these theories are very rigid in their 
approach. In fact, in no theory can we work with rigidity. 

Synthesis of Inductive and Deductive Method — Induc- 
tive and Deductive Methods are treated separately for the conve- 
nience of study. But in fact, the synthesis of the two should be 
applied in teaching. Sohmoller has rightly remarked, *Induction 
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way of life have become so varied and complex that man has to 


depend upon others for fulfilment of his needs and wants. His E 


freedom is becoming more and more less. Money is, therefore, 
an essential element of life. Production of wealth and its consump- 
tion and distribution is the basic aim of our present day life. It 
is Ecnnomics that deals with it. Therefore, the importance of 
economics has become high. It is the science that studies various 
activities concerning wealth, it production, its consumption, distri- 
bution, etc. In short, it may be said that Economics is the science 
that studies various activities concerning our practical life. It is 
in fact, a study of various activities of our day-to-day life and so it 
occupies a significant place in education as well as curriculum. 


(2) Means of livelihood—It js Economics that studies 
various activities concerning different vocations and occupations. 
Cottage industries, home industries, large scale industries, business, 
etc. form the subject-matter of the study of Economics, A man 
who has studied all these things is equipped with the knowledge, 
on the basis of which he can adjust himself with the environment 
and earnhis livelihood, quite easily, He learns to spend his 
income in such a way that his needs may be fulfilled to a consi- 
derable extent. He is able to acquire knowledge to work accord- 


ing to circumstances. He is also able to acquire insight to do all 
these things. 


. (3) Helpful in enriching the practical knowledge-Teach- 
ingof Economics is useful in developing the practical outlook in the 
Students, The students get an opportunity to study the economic 
problems from various angles and points of view. These problems 
are related to different types of people. It is, therefore, natural 
powerto deal with people of different 
types, A student of Economics easily learnsto lead a practical 


Way of life. Healso knows what things shall be useful for his 
practical life as well as that of Others. 


Through Economics he knows and learns about the ownership 
and the requirements of land. He also learns about the manage 
ment Of the factories. Then he also knows that in order to get 
into life, he will have to deal with one person or the other that 
I5 connected with some business or the other. He also learns about 
the problems that one has to face while dealing with these various 
classes of the people of the society, In short, he learns to behave 
and deal with various types of people. It is, therefore, natura 
for him to be able to learn about the nature of these different types 
of people. If he does not Possess this insight, he is likely to fai 
in his life. It is the Economics that gives him knowledge of this 
type, In short, it may be said that Economics equips the student 
With practical knowledge. The teacher of Economics does not 
foam about in the imaginary world. He does not believe in build- 
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ing castles in the air. He is concerned "with the real life of the 
world and tries to deal directly with various problems of life. It 
is, therefore, natural for his education to have a practical bias. 


(4) Means of enriching knowledge—Every branch of 
knowledge is helpful in enriching the knowledge of the students, 
The same is true about Economics. Man is naturally inclined 
towards acquiring knowledge. He tries to acquire knowledge 
about various subjects and different types of people. He wants 
to study different subjects. Economics hepls him to acquire know- 
ledge about various types of people, sometimes of different lands. 
Various plans of the country that have been drawn up to bring 
about the economic betterment, are taught under Economics. 
Various advantages and disadvantages of these plans are studied 
here, Thus, Economics enriches the knowledge of the students 
in regard to the economic life of the country as well as other 


countries. 

Statistics is very important in acquiring knowledge. Statistics 
normally forms a part of Economics. No doubt it has become an 
independent science, but for the study of the economic aspect of 
life, it is studied under Economics and enriches the knowledge of 
the educands. Therefore, Economics helps the students to know 
about their country as well as other countries. 


(5) Knowledge of other countries——The study of Econo- 
mics is not only helpful in acquiring the knowledge of one's own 
country, but it is also helpful in acquiring knowledge about other 
countries. In Economics, westudy the foreign trade, foreign 
exchange, export, import, etc. This study is helpful in acquiring 
the knowledge about the other countries. The economic structure 
of a country determines the way of living, pattern of behaviour, 
progress and downfall, civilisation and culture, religion, etc. The 
student of Economics is able to acquire the knowledge of all these 
things through the study of his subject. Therefore, from the point 
of view of knowledge the study of this subject is quite pertinent. 
It is, therefore, natural for it to find an important place in the 

“a 


curriculum. 

(6) Helpful in bringing about practical activity—Study 
of Economics is very helpful in practical activity. With the help 
of the knowledge of Economics, the students can be thoughtful 
in taking to certain economie activities, "They shall learn the 
proper use of the resources. They shall also employ these resour- 
ces gainfully, Thus, they shall make their lives happy and peaceful, 
A person who has studied Economics knows that certain things 
are required for establishing a factory. This knowledge will help 


him to employ his resources at a place where factory may be 
run successfully. On the other hand, a person who does not have 
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knowledge of all these things is likely to falla prey to a wrong 
planning. 


(7) Helpful for maintaining the democratic set-up— 


Study of Economics is also helpful for maintaining and improving 
the democratic set-up. Today the world is fraught with economic 
struggles and competitions. Inthe field of industry, there is a 
cutthroat competition. "Therefore, every person has to plan his 
future, with an eye on the developments of the world. Even 
Ordinary actions have a wide impact. A person who determines 
his economic life properly and successfully, does a service to the 
nation. Ifall the citizens of a couatry are able to plan their 
economic life scientifically and ina planned manner, they shall 
begivinga stable foundation to the society and the country. 
Individuals who are economically wellof, are able to value the 
ideals of democracy, Democracy assumes that every individual 
citizen shall discharge his duties sincerely, honestly and successfully. 
Along with it he shall also bear in mind the welfare of the nation 
atlarge. This knowledge is to a very great extent imparted by 
Economics. It is, therefore, natural for it to find a place of 
importance in the curriculum of education. 


(8) National Consciousness— Teaching of Economics 
makes the students conscious of their national obligations an! 
the spirit of patriotism develops in them. If the students are taught 
that economic well-being of the country depends upon the efforts 
of various individuals, they shall be able to contribute their best 
for the welfare of the nation. A student of Economics can, through 
his knowledge, contribute towards the economic well-being of Une 
country. He is quite conscious and cautious of the various econo 
mic opportunities and economic resources. He can so employ Qe 
that the country may achieve the maximum benefit. If the teaching 
of Economics is properly organised, national consciousness © 
patriotism is generated in the students and they are able 
play their role successfully.

It is Economics 
that deals with the main part of our life. In other words it helps 
us to know about the ways and means of leading a successful life.

The practical aspect of the present economic struc- 
ture—Today we find that the economic structure of different 
countries is changing fast. It is necessary and useful to have 
knowledge of different economic conditions of various countries. 
It is through Economics only that we can acquire knowledge of 
all this. In this manner the student of Economics can acquire 
knowledge of the economic structures of various countries and put 
it to proper use. 


Study of Economics makes a man quite practical. Nobody 
can be thoroughly well in Economics unless he has a wide practi- 
cal knowledge. The students of Economics have, therefore, to be 
naturally practical. Through the knowledge of Economics it 18 
possible to solve various difficult problem. With the help of the 
knowledge of Economics it is possible to solve various difficult 
and complex economic problems of the country. 


There is no aspect of Economics which does not have a prac, 
tical value and importance. It can be proved with the help O 
the example given below :— 


Example—In villages of India we havea good deal of 
poverty. On the basis of the poverty, various foreign economists 
have drawn typical conclusions about India. These eT | 
are being repeated by those people who do not care to find ou 
the truth. One of the causes of the poverty of the Indian n 
is said to be that an Indian farmer is without work for six months 
of the year. 1f they take to some gainful employment during this 
period they can improve their conditions, If we examine i 
conclusion minutely, we shall come to the conclusion that henma 
not much of truth in it. Indian farmer is busy almost for t 3 
Whole year. During summers, he is busy in making arranges 
for Rabi crop. Once he has finished this job he gets busy with 
various social functions such as marriages etc. Then the e 
Starts pouring and he has to get busy, preparing the fields for the 

arif crop. Once he is free from this job the time for preparing 
the land for the Rabi crop again comesin. Then he has to take 
to harvest, storing of the crop, its marketing etc. The basic cause 
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ofthe falacious conclusion that Indian farmers are idle for six 
months was that the foreign Economists did not have an intimate 
knowledge of the conditions of the village. On the other hand, 
they wanted to shift the burden of the cause of poverty from the 


Government to the people. 


In order to have the proper-know 
ruralareas,itis necessary to have a 
rural economics. Even today there is fragmentation of land. The 
means of irrigation are still quite insufficient: Indian farmers do 
not employ the up-to-date scientific methods of cultivation. They 
do not have enough resources to go in for improved seeds and 
good manure. They do not have good animals for ploughing 
the fields. Then there is that conservative outlook which does 
not let them go beyond a certain limit. All these factors contri- 
bute to the poverty of the Indian farmers. 


A student of Economics can acquire practical knowledge of 
all these things. In fact practical knowledge is very useful in 
teaching of Economics. Economics can be taught with the help 


of the things of daily use. The teacher of Economics can gainfully 
utilise this knowledge, provided he himself has that practical 
knowledge. He should always keep in mind the changing cir- 
cumstances and conditions of the world. 

Social structure and Economic structure—With the 
change in the social structure, economic conditions change.

Or 
Discuss and narrate briefly the aims, objectives and 
values of teaching of Economics with special reference to 
conditions of the Indian sub-continent, 


Teaching of Economics— Economics is a science as well as 
an art. It is a systematised body of knowledge which studies the 
activities of man in regard to his livelihood. It is an art and it 
tries to solve various practical problems that beset our path. 
Since Economics is an art we try to look at the values and advan- 
tages of its study. The simplest answer to this question is that 
the study of Economics leads to human welfare or welfare of the 
society, It is very necessary to acquire money. Society cannot 
function, unless it has efficient means of production and distribu- 
tion. Poverty is the greatest enemy of civilization. No adminis- 
tration can function smoothly if the administered citizens are 
poor and their basic needs are not fulfilled. Economics tells us of 
the successful functioning of the democracy and society. It is 
necessary to have proper control of the society over the means of 
production and distribution, An all-round development of human 
personality can take place only if our needsare fulfilled. The 
teaching of Economics is very helpful in this direction. 


In the modern times, education is regarded as a whole- 
process, It cannot be split up into various subjects. Knowledge of 
each subject is related to the knowledge of the other subject. The 
division of the whole knowledge under various heads has been 
done for convenience of study and acquisition of knowledge. It 
1s not possible for the students to acquire proper knowledge unless 
they are able to acquire knowledge of various subjects. Therefore, 
teaching of every subject has its own importance. From this 


point of view, teaching of Economics has its own aims and 
objectives, 


Aims and Objectives of Teaching of Economics—Before 
We start talking about the value and importance of teaching of 
Economics, we should be clear about the aims and objectives of 
the teaching of Economics. Without clarity about the aims and

objectives of the teaching of a subject, it is not possible to have a 
' proper and efficient teaching of it. In other words, it can be 


said that aims and objectives have to be determined, keeping in 
view the requirement of the sociely and only then the teaching 
shall be efficient. 


Aims and Objectives of Education—Aims and objectives 
of the teaching of a subject are, to a very great extent, subject to 
the aims and objectives of the society at large and the education. 
Aims and objectives of the teaching of Economics shall be subject 
to the aims and objectives of the education at large. The aim of 
education is to bring about an all-round development of the per- 
sonality of the child. The teaching of Economics has to be sub- 
ject to this objective or aim. 


Prof. C. E. M. Joad in his book entitled *About Education", 
has laid down the following aims and objectives of education:— 


(a) To equip a boy or girl to earn his or her livelihood. 


(b) To equip him or her to play his or her part as the citizen 
of a democracy. 


(c) To enable him or her to develop all the latent powers 
and faculties of his or her nature and so to enjoy a good life. 


Teaching of Economics with reference to these aims 
and objectives— Teaching of Economics can play an important 
role in the achievement of the aims and objectives enumerated 
above. Economics can equip the students to achieve these objec- 
tives. Itcan help the students to earn their livelihood. Ifa 
young man is able to earn his livelihood he can play his part 
effectively as a citizen of democracy. 


Teaching of Economics according to Professor Piguo— 
Professor Piguo in his book captioned, “The Economics of Wel- 
fare”, has laid down the following two objectives :— 


(a) Acquisition of knowledge, and 
(b) Solution of the practical problems of life. 


Teaching of Economics with reference to these aims— 
‘The objectives of Professor Piguo can very easily form the objec- 
tives of the study of Economics. Study of Economics not only 
provides us with knowledge but also helps us to solve the practi- 
cal problems of our life, In this regard, Prof. Marshall has aptly 
remarked, “The aims of study of Economics are to gain knowledge 
for its own sake and to obtain guidance in the practical conduct 


of life and especially social life."

Aims of teaching of Economics according to Binnings— 


Professor A. C. Binning and D. C. Binning in their book, “Teach- 
ing of the social studies in secondary schools”, have laid down the 
following aims of teaching of Economics in Secondary Schools:— 


“The aim of Secondary School Economics should be to teach 
modern economic principles by observation and through an 
understanding of current practices. Pupils should be trained to 
apply sound economic theory to every-day life. All the economic 
problems of the present day, those connected with industry, tariff, 
taxation, the expenses of Government, and the cost of living, are 
but a few of the many that the citizen has to face continually. A 
thorough appreciation of these problems and a clear insight by 
pupils into the social and economic environment are aims that, 


when achieved, are worth while and contribute largely to the 
main aims of education.” 


In short, it may be said that the teaching of Economics should 
aim at the following :— 


(a) Study of the modern principles and theories of Econo- 
mics. 

(b) Training the students to make a Practical use of know- 
ledge of Economics in their day-to-day life. 


(c) To equip the students to solve their day-to-day problems 
with the help of Economics. 


(d) To develop in the students the insight to understand the 
social and economic environment,

Aims and Objectives of Teaching of Economics 
According to Indian Conditions 


Aims of teaching of Economics in Indian conditions— 
India is a developing country. Itis trying to achieve its proper 
place in the community of nations. It has adopted democratic 
socialism as its social objective. Democracy is a way of life which 
is not confined to political life only. It has to find its place in 
economy as well. If the entire economic structure of the country 
becomes democratic only then real democracy shall be achieved, 
Further, democracy requires a stable economy. This stable econo- 
my can be there only when citizens are fully conscious of their 
duties and obligations. If Economics is studied in our country 
with special reference to the Indian conditions, then citizens can 
achieve a lot. The study of Economics shall, therefore, be very 
useful for Indian conditions. 

Poverty and over-population—Economically, India is not 
very well off. Ifon the one hand itis poor, on the other, it is 
over-populated. Many of our national problems are caused by 
over-population. Its resources are eaten up by the growing popu- 
lation, Its natural resources are also not fully utilised. Sometimes 
vagaries may also pose problems before the country. Due to tech- 
nical backwardness, it has not been possible to exploit fully various 
natural resources of the country. Although land is very fertile 
here, but we are still depending upon other countries for our two 
square meals. Study of Economics can be very useful in solving 
these problems of the country.

Professor]. H. Dodd in his book entitled *Economics in 
Secondary Schools" has laid down the following values of the 
teaching of Economics :—

nomics is helpful to the students in choosing their occupation or 
vocation. 

(2) Teaches the art to organise financial matters— Study 
of Economics teaches the art to organise financial matters. Its 
knowledge is helpful to the students in organising and managing 
their personal and family economic matters. It also helps them, 
when they assume some position of responsibility, to manage their 
affairs. 

(3) Proper use of money—-Economics teaches the proper 
use of money. Through the study of Economics, students are able 
to know about the art of spending their resources properly. 


(4) Valuable and helpful in organising of the trade and 
business—Study of Economics teaches the students and young 
men the art of organising a business industry or trade. In Econo- 
mics we learn about the principles of trade and business. This 
knowledge of theory is helpful in practical life. 


(5) Helpful in discharging the duties of a civilized 
citizen—Knowledge of Economics is helpful in discharging the 
duties of a civilised citizen and understanding of the present trends 
of culture and civilization. 


Types of values and importance--On the basis of the 
values laid down by Professor J. H. Dodd we come to the con- 
clusion that the values of the teaching of Economics are of two 
types :—(a) Theoretical, and (b) Practical.

'The prac- 
tical value of Economics may be sub-divided into the following 


two heads :— 
(1) Personal or individual importance, and 


(2) Social or collective value and importance. 


(1) Practical value of the teaching of Economics in 
individual life—Every individual has the personality of a business 
man, member of a family, farmer; social worker, etc. ln the per- 
sonal life of the individual, family budget plays a vital role. 1f 
a man is able to utilise his resources properly and plans his family 
budget he makes his other aspects of life happy and successful. 
In this regard the knowledge of Engel’s Law and Law of Equi- 


marginal Utility, Law of Demand and Supply, etc. are of great 
value. As an individual, he can know the art of proper invest- 


ment, proper purchases and sale of things, importance of inflation 
and deflation in business, means of production and distribution, 
principles of banking, etc. ‘All these things are more or less part 
of one’s individual life where study of Economics is quite useful. 


(2) Value of the study of Economics in social life—We 
have already seen that Economics is a social science Or a part of 
social studies. Man isa social-being and he has to live in the 
society not only as an individual but also as a member of the 
society. In this respect the knowledge of Economics is helpful in 
solving various social complexities and problems. Socialistic 
system of society, economic planning, international trade, etc. are 
the gifts of Economics. Economics has helped the development 
and the understanding of all these things. Onthe national plan 
also, the following collective and social problems are solved with 
the help of the study of Economics :— 3 


(1) The problem of classstruggle and proper distribution of 
the resources. 

(2) Free enterprise and state or society controlled enterprise. 

(3) Production and its proper distribution and consumption, 


(4) Poverty and unemployment. 
(5) Growing population and economic resources, 


These problems are more of asocial and collective nature 
Study of Economics is not only helpful in the solution of these 
problems but it is also helpful in solving other problems of social 
national and international importance. » 2 
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Conclusions 


(1) The aims and objects of the study and teaching of Econo- 
mics are more or less the same as that of the society at large or 
education at large. 


(2) The aim of education is to equip a boy ora girl to earn 
ais or her livelihood, play his or her part asa citizen of democracy 
and to develop various mental faculties. 


(3) The teaching of Economics is helpful not only in acquir- 
ing knowledge but also helpful in leading a useful and practical 
life. Marshall observes : “The aim of study of economics are to 
gain knowledge for its own sake and to obtain guidance in the 
practical conduct of life, and specially social life.” 


(4) According to Professor M. P. Mofatt and Professor Lips- 
treu, the aim or the objective of the teaching of Economics is to 
train the students to grow into able consumers and successful 
members of a corporate life,

more or less the same as in other democratic countries of the 
World. In fact many things are common in the Indian sub-conti- 
nent with countries of other parts of the world.

Only physi- 
cal force could not get every thing. So both the groups acquired 


pre-dominance. 


Then there was the third group which was busy with agricul- 
ture. That group had the wealth and resources. Because the 
above mentioned two groups, that is the group that had thephysical 
power and the group that had the mental power, needed money, 
So the third group, the group of the wealthy persons, acquired 
importance. The group that did not have any of the three things 
had to take to the service of these persons.

Before independence, 
there was a feudal order of the society in the country. There were 
Zamindars who lived on the labour of others. A Zamindar could 
be ofany caste but he had allthe advantages ofa landlord. He 
behaved with his people in the way his Zamindar brothers did. 
It did not matter to which class a Zamindar belonged. 


This class of people is now virtually extinct. "They are not at 
all required by the progress of the society. They have outlived 
their utility, in the process of the development of the society. 
Feudal order is invariably replaced by the industrial order of the 
society. lt also happened in this sub-continent, Even today 
Economics plays a vital partin the structure ofthe society. As 
the society went on progressing towards economic considerations 
so the means of production went on becoming the property of the 
person who had a good deal of resources. These people generally 
belonged to higher class in the society and were technically known 
as Bourgeoisie. By and by the population went on growing But 
the income of the people did not grow with the growing popula- 
tion. The distribution of the wealth also did not take place on 
an equitable basis. Wealth went on concentrating into the hands 
of a few and thus a class of persons came into being which did not 
have resources and wealth. This class of people had to live on 
its labour, either mental or physical, This class of people had to 
live on the resources of labour only and was known as the class of 
Proletariat. This class was only an agency for bringing about 
economic production. 


Mean of production continued to be the property and mono- 
poly of the capitalist or the rich people. The process of industria- 
lization went on speedily. Certain persons of this class of the 
people were appointed on high places, but the social status of the 
labourers continues to be the same. Today rich People are grow- 
ing richer while poor people are growing poorer 


Government control over the economic life and indus- 
trialization and its impact on the Society— In the present set- 
up, the democratic societies that are concerned with the Welfare of 
their people are busy in evolving a social order which may be of 
interest to the people at large. In such a social order there is 
a control of the State or the society over the capital, the wealth is 
distributed equitably and properly. Small-scale and large-scale 
industries are established, agriculture is improving, new laws are 
being framed in order to give a new shape and base to the society 
at large. We see that feudal order or Zamindari system is being 
finished, 


Fragmentation of land holdings is being limited, means of 
irrigation are being improved and all the resources of the nation 
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are being employed for bringing about industrialization. Such a 
process and procedure has two-fold influence. On the one hand, 
the influence of the so-called capitalist is diminished while on the 
other a new capitalist order, which is known as State Capitalism, 
is coming into being. 

In a democratic set-up, a new class of political leaders comes 
into being. This class of people, if not very conscious and sincere 
and conscientious, is likely to usurp power for its own interest. 
Then this leadership replaces the capitalist and assumes all powers. 
Such a situation is harmful and injurious. 


Society today is more based on the principles of Economics. 
There is a cut-throat economic competition amongst the various 
countries of the world. The country which has achieved the 
maximum of economic betterment is respected by other countries. 
Today the value of every item is measured on the basis of its 
economic utility. Ifa person, howsoever learned and able he 
may be, is not able to earn his livelihood and good deal of money, 
his knowledge and ability is of no avail. Some people may give 
him respect but he will not get the realplace in his society. On 
the other hand, another person may have no knowledge and abi- 
lity, but if he is able to earn a good deal of money, then he gets a 
lot of respect in the society. This is true about a person in the 
family as well as in the society at large. 


Various social systems and their economic bases—A 
society which believes in the socialism and providing equal oppor- 
tunities to all people for their proper development, 1s also based 
on the principles of Economics. It does not believe in giving all 
powers to one particular group. In fact socialism envisages doing 


away With various groups of the society. Today i the society is 
divided into various economic groups. We believe in doing away 
With the capitalist order of the society. 


Communistic society is also of the view that groups should be 
finished from the society. It believes in dictatorship which is 
contrary to the principles of democracy. Here also we find that 
the Economics form the base of all these things. When a particu- 
lar social order is transformed into another social order then there 
isa lot of bloodshed, specially if the change-over is made through 
violent means. When Soviet Russia transformed itself from a 
feudal order to socialist order, a bloody revolution took place. 
It was after a good deal of massacre that the good of the people 
was achieved. This was again based on economic principles. 


Today, we believe in changing the ociety by peaceful and 
non-violent means. These means are democratic and human. 
‘They do not believe in killing people. On the other hand they 
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believe in changing the hearts and character of the people. Class- 
struggle is replaced by democratic method. Through legislation 
it is intended to provide people with their bare needs and necessi- 
ties. Itis also intended to own the means of production and 
Start new industries in the public sector. This is again based on 
the principles of Economics. 

Every social structure is based on economic structure. Society 
cannotfunction without principles of Economics, This Econo- 
mics may be good or bad. 


Capitalist society and the principles of Economics. — 
Capitalism is a way of Economics. In this system, the money plays 
the most vital part. Here the money is the determining factor of 
all the things. In such a society, there is freedom no doubt but 
this freedom is controlled by the persons who own the means of 
production. People are allowed to have free time Only toa 
certain extent. Those who monopolise the economic resources, 
are the real masters of the society and the Government. Govern- 
ment machinery is actually controlled and influenced by them, 
Democracy under the influence of capitalist order cannot come 
Out very successfully. In a capitalist order of the society, the 
labourer does not get the full return of his labour, This is all the 
fault of the economic structure. Capitalist society is based on the 
economy of materialistic civilization. Spiritualism does not find 
much in it. In fact, spiritualism is converted into hypocrisy, there 
is too much of competition to assume power. Later on when 
capitalism is not able to fulfil its needs in one country, it spreads 
to another country in the form of Imperialism. ‘This is a base 
of human civilization. 

Economic basis of a socialist society—Socialist society is 
just the opposite of the capitalist society. Here the means of pro- 
duction are owned by the society at large. An attempt is made 
to provide people with their necessities and to take out of them 
what is possible for their capacities to produce. 


Conclusions 


(1) Since times immemorial, economic powers have been 
announcing the social structure. 


(2) In ancient days, society was divided into various classes

Various stages of education—From the point of view of 
the mental development of the students, the education has been 
divided into five stages. From the point of view of actual educa- 
tion we have three stages of education with which we are concer- 
ned in the teaching of Economics. Given below are the various 
Stages of education :— 

(1) Pre-primary stage of education—Here children up to

The 
following reasons that support the teaching of Economics at 
the Secondary stage of education :— 


(1) Students of the Secondary stage have the capacity to un- 
derstand the various principles and. processes of Economics. 


(2) After passing High School, that is class X, many of the 
students leave the education and enter life. For them the know- 
ledge of Economics can be helpful in actual working ofthe life. 
If can help them to become dependent. Therefore, the teaching 
of Economics is quite useful at this stage. 


(3) From the point of view of psychology as well, students 
at this stage have acquired and developed the capacity to 
understand and follow the teaching of Economics in a systematic 
manner. * 


Objective of the teaching of Economics at the Second- 
ary stage of education—The following should be the Objectives 
of the teaching of Economics at this stage of education :— 


(1) An attempt should be made to develop the interests of the 
students in the teaching of Economics. On the basis of this interest, 
the students should be given knowledge of elementary principles, 

' theories, rules and process. 


(2) The power ofthe reasoning ofthe students should be 
developed and on the basis of that power they should be made 
acquainted with economic conditions. 


(3) The students should be given a critical knowledge and 
assumption of various departments of Economics, namely, Produc- 
tion, Distribution, Consumption, etc. 


(4) An attempt should be made to develop practical outlook 
in the students. They should also be encouraged to develop 
social efficiency in them. 


(5) Through the teaching of Economics a healthy and cons 
cious outlook should be developed in the students. They should 
be made capable of understanding the social, national, and inter- 
national economic structures and organisation. They should also 
develop the capacity to play their part in the economic life of the 
land as well as the world at large. 


Teaching of Economics at the Primary and the Junior 
stages of Education —We have already stated that teaching of 
Economics should not be. carried on at the Junior High School 
Stage of education and the Primary stage of education. Although 
teaching of Economics is not desirable, yet the principles of Eco- 
nomics that are applied in day-to-day life should be taught to the

students. This will make their education practical and practi- 
cable, The students shall also be able to understand the life in its 
proper perspective. 

The students at these stages of education may be told about 
the village market, conditions of agriculture, general cottage 
industries, small scale industries, etc. If possible an attempt may 
be made to tell stories having bearing on industrial life or connec- 
ted with some industry. This will help them to have a practical 
knowledge of the things. 


Utility of teaching of Economics and the Secondary 
and Higher Secondary stages of Education—At the Second- 
ary stage of education we have students with curious minds. They 
want to know about things. The first aim and objective of 
teaching of Economics should be to impart knowledge to the 
students. Itshould aim atsatisfying the natural curiosity ofthe 
budding young souls. Anattempt should also be made to kindle 
in them a new flame of knowledge. The light of this flame will 
brigthen their path oflife and they shall achieve success and 
laurels. It shall also fill in them zeal and zest for life. 


Self-dependence and self-reliance—One cannot progress 
in life unless he is able to stand on his or her own legs. Capacity 
in facing the life with confidence is called self-reliance or self- 
dependence. Teaching of Economics trains a person to know 
about the industries, trades and other means of production. This 
knowledge also enables him to know about the various ways of 
earning his livelihood. 

We are living in an agricultural economy. Agriculture has 
to be studied as a means of production or a trade and an occupa- 
tion. It has to be made useful. Only then it shall be possible to 
make the country and the society happy and prosperous. An 
attempt should be made to do away with the flaws and the draw- 
backs of the agricultural economy. The teaching of Economics 
helps the removal of this drawbacks and shortcomings. 


The teaching of Economics helps the students to acquire 
knowledge about cottage industries, small-scale industries, pro- 
duction, utility, distribution, etc. It also tells about the various 
ways and means of trade. This knowledge stands in good stead 
in the lives of the students. Students may choose any of the 
occupations that they have known through the knowledge of 
Economics and utilise it for the earning of their livelihood, 
Through Economics we acquire knowledge about the land, the 
capital, the labour, the organisation and management, enterprise, 
interests, etc. Students who have read Economics at the Secondary 
stage of education can very well utilise this knowledge. Therefore 
the teaching of Economics has utility at this stage, a 
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Students of the Higher Secondary stage of education have 
slightly more developed mind and mental outlook. They are left 
free to solve the various problems of their life. Without the 
knowledge of Economics, it shall not be possible for them to 
solve the intricate problems of their lives. They have to learn 
the art of balancing the budget and living ina happy manner. 
The teaching of Economics can help them in this direction. 


In order to bring about stability in life, itis necessary to 
know the rules, aims and objectives of Economics. It is through 
the knowledge of Economics that we know about production, 
consumption, exchange, distribution, desire, etc. If the knowledge 


about all these things is properly utilised in life a young man can 
acheive success. r 


Knowledge of Economics develops in young men a practical 
outlook for life. It also develops in them the economic attitude 
and makes them broad-minded. The knowledge of Economics 
helps the students to grow into good and useful citizens. The 
study of Economics makes a man conscious of their intricacies of 
economic life. This knowledge is also helpful in bringing about 
a synthesis in the mental and social development of a man. It 
develops in the student the qualities of tolerance, broad-minded- 
ness, sympathy, humanity, etc.

The knowledge of Economics develops in them the curiosity 
for acquisition of further knowledge This encourages them to 
go ahead with further study of the subject. 


Teaching of Economics at Higher stage of Education— 
This stage of education is generally known as University stage of 
education. Here grown-up people come in the search of know- 
ledge. Students by this time have acquired the qualities of mental 
maturity, serious thinking, capacity to carry out and discharge the 
responsibilities successfully. The teaching of Economics at this 
stage of education should aim at the following :— 


(1) At this stage of education, various details and intricacies 
of the various theories, rules, regulations and process of Economics 
should be taught and studied in the background of their social 
utility and social importance. An attempt should be made to 
critically examine the economic structure and policies of a parti- 
cular country, orasociety. On the basis of this critical exami- 
nation new changes may be introduced in the policies. 

(2) An attempt should be made to examine various economic 
problems from matured social, moral, mental and emotional out- 
look. An attempt should be made to find out the solution of 
these problems. 

(3) After this stage of education, young men have to enter 
life. Their knowledge of Economics should be so complete as 
to enable them to solve the actual problems of life, The know- 
ledge should be more or less complete. 

(4) The aim of Economics at this stage of education should 
be the overall economic development of the society and the 
country Young men should make an attempt to develop the 
country on proper lines. The teaching of Economics should aim 
at developing this quality in the students. 


Utility—The teaching of Economics at this stage of education 
has a good deal of utility. It is useful for the students as well 
as the society in the following respects :— 

(1) It imparts a comprehensive and broad-based knowledge 
of the subject to the students. 

(2) It enables the students to understand the various economic 
problems of the country in the proper perspective, Italso deve- 
lops in them the capacity to solve those economic problems, 
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(3) It develops in the students proper emotions and a prac- 
tical outlook. 


(4) It develops in them the capacity to guide the people at 
large and bring about the welfare of the society. This welfare is 
individual as well as social. 


(5) The knowledge of Economics helps the students to 
acquire a broad outlook. It enables them to understand that no 
country can live without taking help from the other. This deve- 
lops in him the attachment for the principle of co-existence and 


world economic outlook. He also understands the utility and 
importance of these things.

CHAPTER VII 
CURRICULUM OF ECONOMICS

What principles, in your opinion, should guide us 
in the selection and organisation of the subject matter of 
Economics ? 


According to Payne, *Curriculum consists of all situations 
that the School may select and consciously organise for the 
purpose of developing the personality of its peoples, for making 
behaviour changes in them.” ‘The Secondary Education Com- 
mission has also observed, “According to the best educational 
thought curriculum does not mean only the academic subjects 
taught!in schools, but it includes the totality of experiences that 
apupil receives through the manifold activities that go on in the 
school in the class-room, in the library, workshop, play-grounds 
and in numerous informal contacts between teachers and pupils.”” 


Subject matter and its Organisation—Subject-matter or 
the content material is the basis on which the structure for the 
students is built. This subject-matter forms the content material 
of the curriculum. In order to meet the objectives and the aims 
of the teaching of Economics, this content material should be 
organised on certain principles enumerated below :— 


(1) Principle of Activity—Secondary Commission on 
Education has laid a good deal of stress on the principle of 
activity. It has said that children should be taught through 
activity. The learning should go on along with doing. It is the 
knowledge that is based on activity that actually becomes stable, 
On the other hand, certain educationists are of the view that 
children should be educated for 4 H’s—Health, Head, Hand and 
Heart. 


Certain other educationists that are known as Pragmatist 
believe in the self-activity of the child. They say that child 
should be educated in a situation which may encourage his own 
activity. His curriculum should be more full of activities. There 
should be a good deal of opportunity for observation and 
activity. 
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ics is a subject that requires a lot of Observation 
and Bu for POEM conditions of the trade and industry, 
trends of the market, conditions of living of the villages and cities. 
etc. Ax. 

Hadove report on education has also laid stress on activity in 
education. In fact the curriculum should be based on. the expe- 
riences or the activities af the child. 

(2) Principle of Interest—Child is the centre of education 
and so his interests matter a lot. The education and the curricu 
lum has to be so organised that it may meet the requirements 
of the interests, aptitudes and other psychological requirements. 
The curriculum in order to be really psychological and scientific 
should be based on the interests and aptitudes of the child. 


(3) Principle of Flexibility and Variety—Children have 
varied and diverse interests and aptitudes. Only a diversified and 
variegated curriculum can meet this requirement. Man from the 
very beginning tries to struggle against the forces of the nature 
and establish his supremacy over them. During this struggle, he 
accumulates a lot of experiences and knowledge. This collection 
of experiences and knowledge is nothing but education. These 
experiences and knowledge are related to life. The curriculum 
should try to help the students and young men to collect various 
experiences. It can be possible only through a diversified and 
flexible curriculum. The curriculum must be so designed that it 
may help the achievement of the aims and objectives of education. 
One of the important aims of education is the accumulation and 
collection of a good deal of human experiences.

in mind,

Organisation of the 


E Facts—The facts to be included in 
curriculum have to be 


whe: thoroughly and properly organised. 
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This organisation of the facts and material has to be done on the 
basis of certain principles. These principles have to be psycholo- 
gical and scientific. Given below are the certain principles that 
should guide the teacher in organising the facts of a curriculum :— 


(1) Principle of Co-relation—Co-relation is a must in 
the teaching of various subjects, particularly in Economics which 
has a close affinity with science and other subjects. Hence, the 
subject-matter of Ecocomics should be so organised that it may 
have co-relation with the subject-matter of other allied subjects 
such as Civics, History, Geography and other social studies. It 
should also have a co-relationship With other subjects included in 
the school curriculum. 


Co-relationship may be either vertical or horizontal. In 
vertical co-relationship the knowledge acquired of a subject in one 
class is useful for the knowledge in the next higher class. When 
the knowledge of one subject is helpful in the knowledge of other 
allied subjects then it is called Horizontal Co-relation. The 
subject-matter of Economics should be so organised that co-relation- 
ship may be vertical as well as horizontal. 


(2) Principle of conditions or environments—Circums- 
tances, conditions and environment form another basis of the 
organisation of the curriculum. In other words, the environment 
or the circumstances of the child must form the solid foundation 
of the organisation of the curriculum. In such conditions, the 
child shall come in close contact with the circumstances of zeal 
life, and his study shall also be real and useful, While starting 
the study of the economic problems, it should not begin with 
the national and international affairs. On the other hand, it 
should begin with the local conditions. 


(3) Principle of Transfer of Learning—Thec urriculum 
should be so organised that the child may not be deprived of the 
benefit of the transfer of knowledge. 


(4) Principle of Revision—The curriculum of the Econo- 
mics should also be organised on the basis of the principle of 
revision. Knowledge assumes a stable base only when it is 
revised and put to practice. 1f students are given an opportunity 
to revise the knowledge that they have acquired in the class, the 
curriculum is said to be suitably Organised. Economics is a fluid 
subject. Moreover, its study is dynamic as well. As compared 
to other subjects, it is subject to frequent changes. Therefore, its 
curriculum should be revised at frequent intervals so as to include 
new material and to take out old ones. 
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Critical Estimate of the Syllabus of Economics at 
High School Classes.—The syllabus of Economics at the High 
School classes is divided into two papers:— 


Paper I—It consists of the following topics :— 

(1) Economics—meaning, scope and importance. 

(2) Definition of the various important terms of Economics 
such as Utility, Value, Price, Wealth, Income, etc. 


(3) Means of Production, Land, Labour, Capital, Organisa-

(4) Barter—Sale, Purchase and Market. 

(5) Wants—meaning and classification. 

(6) Family Budget. 

(7) Cottage Industry. 

(8) Labour and Labaur Problems. 

(9) Distribution of the Agricultural Income. 
(10) Leasing out the land and its defects, 


(11) Rural Problems—Land, Food, Means of Communication, 
Health, Sanitation, Education, Recreation, Animal Husbandry, 
Debt, etc.

Drawbacks of Syllabus—If we minutely look at the sylla- 
bus given above, we find that the curriculum suffers from certain 
drawbacks and defects. Here we are giving a brief account of 
these drawbacks and defects :— 


(1) Too much theoretical—Secondary Commission of 
Education has complained that the syllabus of social studies is too 
theoretical. This is true about the curriculum of Economics for 
High School classes. We find that there are 14 topics in each 
paper. On the other hand, we have very litue provision for prac- 
tical work. Most of the knowledge that students have to acquire 
is theoretical. In fact the students should be encouraged to 
Observe the Industries, Markets, Labour Golonies, etc. and then 
only the principles underlying these things should be explained to 
them. 

(2) Lacks Activity—The curriculum of Economics for High 
School classes does not give important place to activity. In fact, 
the students should be encouraged to organise certain things that 
they are taught in the classroom. They should be taught to orga- 
nise Co-operative Stores, Cottage Industries, etc. 

(3) Lacks Diversification and. Variety—In fact, the curri- 
culum cannot cater to the diversified interests and requirements of 
the students. While organising the curriculum, interests and the 
aptitudes of the students have not been kept in mind. 

4) Too narrow—The curriculum is too narrow. In fact, it 
should have been more broad-based. 

5) Lacks Precision and Utility—It is neither very precise 
nor does it try to meet the requirements of thelife. In fact, the 
hould have been so constructed as to meet the various

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PRESENTATION OF THE SUBJECT MANNER OF 
ECONOMICS AT DIFFERENT STAGES OF 
EDUCATION 


Q. What principles should guide the teacher of 
Economics in presesting the subject-matter at different 
stages of education ? Discuss in brief. 

Or 

What are the various aims of the teaching of Econo- 

mics at different stages of education ? 


Presentation of the subject matter—In education the 
facts and the data is collected and then organised in a systematic 
manner. After organisation the subject-matter is presented. This 
process of presentation is carried out with a view to impart know- 
ledge to the students. This presentation is guided by certain 
priniciples and aims, in order to meet the requirements of the 
Psychology of the students of that stage of education. The presen- 
tation of the subject-matter should be guided by the following 
principles :— 

(1) Simplicity 
should be so presented th 
understand it. 

(2) Psycholog 
ed by the requirements 0 


and Intelligibility—The subject-matter 
at it may be easy for the students to 


y—The study of presentation should be govern- 
f the mental stage of the students. The 
teacher should keep an eye on the interests, aptitudes, needs and 
requirements of the students. If the teacher shall not bear all 
these things in mind, his teaching shall go a waste. 

(3) Practical Value—The knowledge or the subject-matter 
that is presented should have a practical value. Worthless things 


should not be taught to the students. 

(4) Co-relation with the life—The subject-matter should 
be presented after co-relating it with the problems and situations 
Of life. Education has to serve the needs of the life and the society 
and to the education and the presentation of the subject-matter 
should be guided by this consideration. 

(5) Needs and objectives of the society—The presenta- 
tion of the subject-matter of Economics or any other subject should 
be guided by the needs and requirements of the society. Unless 
it is so, the presentation shall not be valuable and useful. 
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i Education in India as wellas in other countries of Asia 1s 
'* divided more or less under the following stages :— 
‘ (1) Pre-primary and Primary. 

(2) Junior High School or Pre- secondary. 

(3) Secondary and Higher Secondary. 

(4) University or Higher Education. 


Here we are giving a brief account of the presentation of 
subject-matter of Economics at the aforesaid stages of education :— 


(1) Presentation of the subject-matter of Economics 
atthe Pre-primary and Primary stage of Education—At 
Pre-primary stage of education we have no teaching of Econo- 
mics. Really speaking, children at this stage are not to be impart- 
ed education ina formal and rigid manner. At the Primary 
stage of education students may be given some knowledge of the 
principles of Economics. This knowledge has not to be given in 
form of the knowledge of a subject or knowledge of principle. 
It has to beimparted through stories. Such stories should be 


told to the students that have in their background certain econo- 
mic principles. 


(2) Presentation of the subject of Economics at the 
Junior High School stage of education—Students of this stage 
of education are nearing adolescence. Their power of memory; 
retention, experience, reasoning, etc., has developed to some 
extent. Students have more faith in reality than imagination. 
Atthe Junior High School stage of education, the teaching of 


Economics may be imparted to them on the basis of the following 
principles and considerations :— 


__, (1) Economics should be taught with a view to impart some 
informative knowledge to the students. In other words students 


el be given some information about economic problems, princi- 
ples, etc. 


(2) Local Economics should form the basis of teaching. In 


other words students should be made acquainted of the rural life 
of Economics. 


(3) The knowledge at this stage should 


encourage the 
students to understand various types of human relat 


ions. 


(4) The students should be made acquainted with their per- 
Sonal economic problems. In short, they may be acquainted with 
the problems of regional, national and social importance. 

Techniques—aAt this stage of education the teacher may 
employ one or more of the following techniques or method of 
teaching :— 
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(1) Project Method. 

(2) Problem Method. 

(3) Text Book Method. 

(4) Dialogues, their discussions etc. may form the method of 
the teaching of Economics. j 


Teaching Aids— The teacher may employ certain teaching 
aidsin order to impart knowledge and the principles of Econo- 
mics to the students. The more important teaching aids are : 
(i) Charts ; (ii) Maps ; (ii) Pictures ; and (iv) Audio-visual aids 
such as films, documentaries, radio, etc. 


(3) Presentation of the subject-matter of Economics at 
the Secondary stage of education—By Secondary stage of 
education, we have in mind Classes IX and X. At this stage of 
education, we have students of 15 to 17 years of age. The students 
have entered adolescence and their mental, physical, social and 
moral development has taken place to some extent. On the other 
hand, they are still developing. Young men who come to receive 
education at this stage, want to acquire knowledge by their own 
efforts. They want to do things by themselves and show their 
personality and importance. They want the people rely that 
they have a place in the society. 

The teacher should be guided by the following principles in 
the presentation of the subject matter :— 

(1) To develop the consciousness in the students about the 
Jems of economic life.

Teaching Aids—In order to make the teaching and presen-

(1) Traditional aids such as text-books, periodicals, journals, 
etc. 


A (2) Visual aids such as pictures, charts, graphs, maps, sketches, 
iagrams, etc 


(3) Audio-visual aids such as radio, documentaries, films and 
film-strips, etc. 


Presentation of the subject-matter of Economics at 
Higher Secondary stage of education—While talking about 
the Higher Secondary stage of education, we mean Classes XI 
and XII. At this stage of education, we have students of 17 and 
18 years of age. These students are to some extent matured and 
they may be interested only in knowing about the economic theo- 
ries and principles in detail. They want to know how certain 
facts and events take place and how do they take place. Therefore 
the teaching of Economics at this stage of education should be 
guided by the following aims and objectives :— 


(1) Students should be made capable of analysing and under- 
standing various principles and Jaws of Economics, 


(2) They should be develoyed into efficient producers, consu- 
mers and conscious citizens. 


(3) They should be made capable of tackling the various eco- 
nomic problems in a practical manner. 


(4) They should be made conscious of the requirements of 
human welfare and the economic welfare of the society and the 
country. 


(5) They should be made capable of tackling and applying 
the various principles of Economics to the practical aspect of 
life, 


(6) The student should be given a good deal of practical 
Work so that their knowledge may be enriched and made avail- 
able for practical utility in life. 
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Methods—In order to present the subject-matter 

n a scientific and psychological manner, the teacher 
may apply one or more ofthe following methods :.—(1) Lecture 
Method ; (2) Socialised Recitation Method ; (3) Problem Method 
(4) Logical Method ; (5) Reasoning Method ; (6) Deductive aval 
}nductive Method ; (7) Analytic and Synthetic Method ; (8) Pro- 
blem Method or Problematic Method . 

Techniques of teaching—In order to subsidise and help 
the methods of teaching the teacher may employ the following 
techniques :—(1) Illustration Technique ; (2) Narration Techni- 
que ; (3) Questioning Technique ; (4) Supervised Study Tech- 


nique, etc. 

Text-books and their importance—For this stage of edu- 
cation, text-books are very important. However, they should be 
utilised properly and in a scientific manner. The text-books 
should be written with a critical angle and the subject-matter 
dealt with therein should be of a critical nature. The text-books 
should encourage the critical outlook of the students. 

Teaching Aids—For effective and interesting presentation 
of the subject matter at this stage of. education, the teacher may 
employ certain teaching aids. These are :—(1) Maps ; (2). Sket- 
ches and Diagrams ; (3) Graphs; (4) Charts ; (5) Periodicals and 
Journals ; (6) Audio-visual aids such as films, cinema, documen- 


taries, etc.

Besides utilising the various teaching aids as stated above, the 
presentation at this stage should be co-related with the knowledge 
of other subjects or social studies 

(4) Presentation of the subject-matter of Economics at 
University stage of education or higher stage of educa- 
tion—Teaching at this stage of education should be through 
lecture method. This is the stage when the students have grown 
matured and they are in search of knowledge. This stage of educa- 
tion has very little importance from the Poan of view of the 
training of the teachers and so We shall not talk about it in detail. 

Conclusions « 
the teaching of Economics starts at the

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(3) At the Junior High School stage of education, Economics 
should be taught in a narrative and informative manner. Students 
should be made aware of local economic life or economic life 
around us. 


(4) The presentation of the subject-matter at the Secondary 
stage of education, i. e. Classes IX and X, should be done with a 
view to meet the requirements of the adolescents. 


(5) Students should be trained to grow into economically 
efficient citizens of a democratic country. They should be taught 
to earn their livelihood properly. 


(6) The presentation of the subject-matter at the Higher 
Secondary stage of education, i.e. Classes XI and XII, should be 
done through Project Method, Text-Book Method, or some such 
other method that poses problem before the students and encou- 
rages them to solve those problems independently. 


(7) At Secondary stage of education, text-books have an 
important place. They are taught with a view to develop the 
critical outlook in the students. They also intend to develop an 


outlook for acquiring knowledge in a scientific and organised 
manner. 


(x) Presentation of the subject-matter of Economics at Uni- 
versity stage of education is done through Lecture Method. In 


fact, at this stage students have to devote themselves to self-study 
and acquisition of knowledge. 
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CHAPTER IX 
METHODS OF TEACHING OF ECONOMICS 


Q. What are the different methods employed in the 
teaching of Economics ? Which of these do you consider 
best suited to the needs of our students ? 


Or 
What are the methods of teaching of Economics ? 
Which method will you prefer and why ? 


Or 
Give a brief account of the characteristic qualities of 
dynamic methods of teaching as explained by Secondary 
Education Commission. 


Method of teaching and practical utility—Today method 
of teaching has come to occupy an important place in education. 
In education the word ‘method’ is used to indicate a series of 
teacher directed activities that result in learning by the pupils. It 
is believed that no one set method is useful for the teaching all the 
times. In this connection, W. M. Ryburn has rightly remarked, 
“I do not think that a school should stick itself down to any one 
particular method. Sometimes one method will be of the greatest 
use in accomplishing our objects and sometimes another.’ While 
teaching a particular subject, the nature of the students, the nature 
of the subject and the utility of the subject in the social life has to 
be borne in mind. The method of teaching should be of practical 
value and use. This is all the more necessary in the case of Eco- 
nomics, which is a subject with a practical utility. The method 
should be psychological, practical and useful. 


Principles involved in the selection of the method of 
teaching—Secondary EducationCommission on Education which 
was appointed under the Chairmanship of Dr. Mudaliar has laid 
down certain principles for selecting the method of teaching. 
The method of teaching should be based on the following princi- 
ples :— 


(1) Principle of interest—It means that the subject should 
beso taught that the students may continue to be interested in 
reading it. Their interest and curiosity should not slaken. 


(2) Principle of experiment and developing thinking— 
Method should be so organised that it may help the students to 
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develop the spirit of making experiments and thinking about the 
subject-matter. 


(3) The teaching should inculate in the students the 
love for doing things—In other words, the process of learning 
should be carried out along with the process of doing. 


(4) Principle of socialisation— The teaching of Economics 
should be organised with an eye on the society. Methods of. 
teaching of Economics should be guided by the requirements of 
the society. The teacher should attempt to develop in the stu- 
dents the social qualities. 


On the basis of these basic requirements, the following princi- 
ples for the teaching of Economics have been laid down :— 


(1) Principle of learning by doing—Today it isan accep- 
ted principle that the teaching should be based on the principle 
of learning by doing. The knowledge becomes stable if it is trans- 
formed into activities. By adhering to the principle of learning 
by doing, a co-ordination between the hand and the mind is 
established. Psychologists are of the view that child is by nature 
active and if the knowledge is imparted on the basis of activity, 
then it is psychological as well as useful. 

(2) Principle of motivation—Motivation is very useful in 
learning. Through motivation, the interest of the child is deve- 
loped in the subject and then he takes to. reading it. Consequent- 
ly, the curiosity to acquire knowledge develops in him. The 
method of teaching Economics should be based on the principle 
of motivation. 


(3) Principle of co-ordination between the education 
and life— Education should be so imparted that it may help the 
students to solve their difficulties of life. The method of teaching 
should make an attempt to link the education with life, This is 
all the more necessary for the teaching of Economics, which isa 
subject of practical utility in life. i 

(4) Principle of co-relation—Now it is believed that there 
should bea co-relation between the teaching of various subjects. 
No method or subject is complete in itself. That method! should 
be employed in teaching of Economics through which it is possible 
to establish co-relationship of the teaching of Economics with 
other subjects. 


_ (5) Principle of individuality- Child is the centre of edu- 
cation. Some psychologists, therefore, believe that the methods 
of teaching of Economics should aim at developing interest and 


aptitudes of the students. In teaching of Economics, only that 


m, 
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method should be employed which is useful for the development 
of the individuality of the students. 

(6) Principle of socialisation— This principle is just the 
reverse of the principle of individuality. It treats man as a mem- 
ber of the society. According to certain psychologists, teaching 
of Economics should be done through a method which develops 
the social qualities in the students. In other words, the social 
efficiency of the students should be developed. 


(7) Principle of revision-—Teaching of Economics should 
be based on the principle of revision. In order to make the know- 
ledge stable, itis necessary to revise the subject-matter learnt by. 
the students. As far as possible the students should be given such 
opportunities in which they may take to certain activities and 
revise the knowledge acquired in the class of Economics. 

Methods of teaching Economics—On the basis of the 
principles discussed above the following methods of teaching 
Economics have been evolved. These methods are used in the 
teaching of Economics in the modern educational set-up. 


(1) Text Book Method. 

(2) Lecture Method. 

(3) Project Method. 

(4) Analytic and Synthetic Method. 
(5) Inductive and Deductive Method. 
(6) Problem Method. 

(7) Supervised Study Method. 

(8) Socialised Recitation Method. 

(9) Laboratory Method. 

(10) Logical Method. 


(1) Text Book Method— Textbooks are an essential part 
of education. Through this method, itis possible to impart to 
thestudents, the maximum possible knowledge in the shortest 
possible time. In these books, a well ordered development of the 
subject-matter is made. In the text-book method, the teacher 
goes to the classroom and asks the students to read loudly or 
silently a particular chapter or topic. Then he asks the students 
to close the book and asks the students the questions on the sub- 
ject-matter read by them. If the students are not able to learn or 
understand a particular thing, then the teacher explains that thing 
to him. Through this process, the students learn to acquire 
knowledge independently. At the end-of the lesson eA. 
puts down the substance of the lesson on the black-board 
Students copy it out on their answer books. s 
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The basic principles of this method—This method is 
based on the principle of economy and organisation. The teacher 
attempts to impart knowledge of the subject to the students in the 
shortest possible time and in an organised manner. 


Application—In applying this method, generally people use 
two methods :—(a) Single Book Method, and (b) Multiple Book 
Method. In the Single Book Method, the teacher lays stress and 


uses only one book, but in the Multiple Book Method, several 
books are used. 


Merits of this Method—This method has the following 
merits in it :— 


(1) The text-books encourage initiative in the pupils. They 


acquire the habit of acquiring knowledge independently. They 
try to learn by doing themselves. 


(2) The habit of self-study develops in the students. 


(3) They develop efficiency and accuracy and learn things in 
an organised manner. 


(4) It develops the power of reasoning of the students. 


(5) The comprehension of the students develop and the eva- 
luation of the comprehension goes on side by side. 


(6) This method gives an idea to the student A

(3) The text-books should be properly written, with an eye 
on the mental and physical requirements of the students. They 
should be well illustrated and nicely printed, The style of the 
books and language should be in accordance with the mental 


standards of the students. 


(4) Greater practical utility should be introduced in this 
method. The questions for recapitulation and apprehension 
should be well designed and constructed. 


(2) Lecture Method—This is the oldest method of teaching 
Economics. In this method of teaching, the teacher delivers a 
well organised lecture before the students. In the lecture he tries 
to present the subject-matter in a systematised manner. In this 
method, the teacher puts down the topic first and then starts put- 
ting forward his lecture. This method is more useful for the 
students above the High School classes. 


Basic principles—This method is based on the following 
two principles :— 

(a) Principle of perfection Through this method, an 
attempt is made to impart perfect and complete knowledge of the 
subject or the topic to the students. 

(b) Principle of concentration—In this method, an 
attempt is made to develop the power of concentration in the 
students while they are listening to the lecture. 


Application—While applying this method, the following 
should be kept in mind :— 


(a) In his lecture, the teacher should try to present the 
subject-matter in a simple and comprehensible language. He 
should continue to put questions to the students in between the 
lecture. This will keep the students attentive as well as help the 
teacher to ascertain the comprehension of the students. 


(b) This method is more useful for descriptive and narrative 
topics. 

(c) This method should not be applied with the students of 
the lower classes. 
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(d) This method is useful in introducing a particular subject. 
It can also help the students to take to the study of a particular 
topic or its substance. 


Merits and advantages Lecture Method has the follow- 
ing merits and advantages :— 


(1) Itis very economical. A well-prepared and well-deliver- 
edlecture saves the time of the students, By resorting to this 
method, the teacher is also able to handle big classes, thereby 
effecting saving on account of engagement of several teachers.

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(7) In a country like India, the success of this method is 
very doubtful due to dearth of good text-books and able teachers. 


(8) This method has very little scope for evaluation and 
examination of the students by the teacher, while he is teaching 
them. 


(9) It is not possible for the teacher to make the teaching 
lively, becauses he does not possess the requisite elements for it. 


(10) It strikes a severe below on the originality of the 
students. Their curiosity remains unsatisfied and the thirst for 
knowledge continues. 


(11) It is possible for the teacher to conceal his weaknesses. 
He can start giving dictations instead of delivering a well orga- 
nised lecture. 


Suggestions for improvement—If while using this method, 
the following things are borne in mind, this method may be 
improved and properly utilised :— 


(1) The lecture should be in accordance with the age and 
mental requirements of the students. 


(2) The teacher should be very careful about the delivery of 
the lectures. 


(3) For motivating the students, the teacher should introduce 
occasional humour in his lecture. 


(4) While delivering lecture, an attempt should be made to 
organise it properly. 


(5) The style and the language of the lecture should be simple 
and easy. 

(6) The teacher should be well-versed in the art of teaching 
through lecture method. He should neither speak very quickly 
nor too slowly. The pronunciation and the voice of the teacher 
should be correct and pleasant. Moreover, he should take the 
interest of the students. 


(3) Project Method—This method of teaching is based on 
the pragmatism of Prof. John Dewey. It is an activity approach 
to learning. According to Prof. W.H. Kilpatrick: “A project is a 
wholehearted purposeful activity proceeding in a. social environ- 
ment. Similarly according to Prof. Stevenson, “A project is a 
problematic act carried to completion in its natural setting", 
This method is slightly different from the day-to-day routine 
method of schools. In this method the students are asked to draw 
a project and carry it out and learn by this method. This helps

edere Frhis method can be quite useful in the teaching of 
Economics as it can bring about practicality and utility to it. 


Projects may be of two types :—(a) Individual and (b) Col- 
lective and social. They should be used as and when time permits. 
The teacher should try to guide the students to do this job. 


Basic principles— This method is based on the following 
principles :— 


(1) The creativity and the activity may be developed in the 
students and they may achieve their objectives. 


(2) They should go on marching towards their real life and 
its practical workings. 


(8) In this method, the students are left free to achieve their 


projects. "They do not have to be under the pressure of some one 
else. 


Application—In order to achieve teaching through the 
Project Method, certain steps have to be gone through. Follow- 
ing are the steps of a project :— 

(a) Creation of the situation; 

(b) Selection of the project ; 

(c) Purpose of the project; 

(d) Plan of the project; 

(e) Execution of the plan; 

(f) Judgment of the work; 

(g) Recording. 


Merits and advantages—This method is based on the 


principle of acquiring knowledge through self-activity. It has the 
following advantages and merits :— 


(1) As knowledge is acquired by selfactivity, so it is stable 
and permanent, 


(2) It develops the quality of independent thinking. 
T e It develops in students the capacity to solve the problems 
of life, 


4, . (4) Since in this method the students have to do things 
olo eudenty, they work in a zealous manner and acquire know- 
edge. They are also able to solve the problems of life. 


(5) It is possible to establish co-ordination ion i

countries. It takes a good deal of time an 
to go very slowly and the whole syllabus cannot be covered. 


(3) There is no possibility of having a properly organised 
time-table to impart education through this method. 
(4) There is dearth of text-books to meet the requirements of 


this method. 

(5) This method requires the appointment of highly qualified 
teachers. "There is dearth of such teachers. 

(4) Analytic and Synthetic Method—The method is also 
called Question-Answer method. In this method, an attempt ga 
made to impart knowledge to the students through various types 
of questions. Here an attempt 1s made to impart knowledge of 
complex and detailed matters on the basis of concrete knowledge. 
In other words, jt is an attempt to impart abstract knowledge on 
the basis of concrete knowledge. This method can be of great use 
in the teaching of Economics. Through this method, it is possible 
to teach Production, Consumption, Distribution, Market, etc. 


tion—In this method the teacher writes a particular 
topic on the black-board and then he, through the help of various 
types of questions tries to impart the knowledge about that parti- 
cular topic to the students. In the end the teacher puts down the 
substance of the subject-matter on the black-board. The students

(6) Problem Method—There is not much difference 
between Project Method and Problem Method. The only 
difference between the two is that in Problem Method great 
importance is attached to intellectual conclusions, while in Project 
Method teaching is conducted through practical activity in the 
actual situations. Here the teacher prepares an outline of the 
lesson in the form of a problem or certain question, He puts 
this before the students who are asked to solve the problem. 
While solving the problem, they apply their power of thinking 
and reasoning. In the Project Method, physical as well as mental 
powers are involved, but in the Problem Method it is only 
intellectual power or the mental power that is applied. The 
main aim of this method is to acquaint the students with the 
problems of actual life. This method is very useful for the 
teaching of Economics. Economics is nothing, but a sum total 
of various economic problems. Through this method we can 
very conveniently teach Consumption, Exchange, Production, 
Distribution, Finance, etc. In this method there is not only the 
theoretical exposition of the problems, but the students are faced 
with actual problems. Educationists are of the view that this 
method is not meant for under-developed or undeveloped 
countries. It can be efficiently used in the developed countries. 


However, it cannot be denied that it is a good method of teaching 
Economics. 


Application—In this method the students are given certain 
problems. They are asked to treat these problems at their own. 
Ihe teacher should select such problems with which the students 
may be able to establish their affinity and nearness, The problem 


should not be beyond the mental status or the intellectual capacity 
of the students, 


Merits—This method has the following merits in it :— 


(1) It encourages the students to think, j

(2) It gives an insight into the future economic problems of 
the students. 


(3) The students acquire knowledge to solve various 
economic problems that they may have to face in future. 


(4) The students develop initiative and the capacity to solve 
their problems. The students learn the art of doing work by 
their own efforts. 
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- (5) It also develops a scientific outlook in the students and 
trains them for democratic way of life. 


Defects and Limitations—This method has certain 
demerits as well :— 


(1) It is not useful for the students of the lower classes. It 
shall not be proper to utilise it for the students of junior classes. 


(2) It takes a long time and even then satisfactory solutions 
are not arrived at. 


(3) It does not giveimportance to the interest of the students 
and a good deal of teaching material is required. 


(4) 1t requires very efficient and able teachers that are not 
available in under-developed countries. 


(7) Supervised Study Method—ln this method, the 
teacher gives certain amount of work to the students. 
The students get busy in their work and the teacher guides 
the students in their work. As and when required, he 
provides requisite directions. The students try to get their 
problems and defects solved by the teacher. Some educationists 
are of the view that this method includes the direction and 
supervision of the entire behaviour of the students, But this view 


does not seem to be correct. 


It was towards the end of the 19th century that this method 
saw its beginning in America. No doubt it has served a useful 
purpose in the teaching of social studies, but it requires certain 
modifications. Prof. A. C. Binning and D. H. Binning have laid 


down the following in regard to this method of education :— 


(1) Conference Plan—Through this method the backward 
children can. be educated properly. They get time with the 
teacher after the classroom and remove their weakness.

Merits—This method has the following merits :— 


(1) It is possible to provide education according to the 
individual differences of the students. 


(2) Close relationship is established between the teacher and 
the taught and the teacher gets an opportunity to develop various 
attitudes and habits of the students. 


(3) Through this method it is possible to impart education 
to the backward children as well. 


(4) There is no problem of discipline, if the teaching is con- 
ducted through this method. 


Demerits and Limitations—(1) It is a very expensive 
plan that requires good deal of time, energy, and resources. 


(2) This method does not allow the quality of initiative and 
selfdependence to develop in the students. They develop the 
habit of relying more on the teacher than their ownself, 


(8) Socialised Recitation Method— In this method, the 
Whole class is divided into various groups.

Limitations and demerits—In spite of the merits enumera- 


ted above, this method has the following demerits and limita-

Hence, this method is not suitable 
for poor countries. 

(2) If the teacher is not vigilant and properly equipped, this 
method is likely to degenerate into mechanical procedure, 


(3) The knowledge acquired by the students in this method 
is not properly organised. 


(10) Logical Method—In this method the students are pre- 
sented with the facts ina logical manner by the teacher, The 
students are asked to organise those facts on the basis of cause and 
effect, The teacher guides them in this respect.

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CHAPTER X 
TECHNIQUES OF TEACHING OF ECONOMICS 


O. Describe briefly various techniques of teaching of 
Economics. 


Or 


What would be your techniques for the teaching of 
Economics atthe High Schoolstage so as to make the 
subject-matter more realistic and interesting ? 


Regarding the techniques of teaching, M. P. Moffatt, in his 
book ‘Social Studies Instructions’, writes, “All techniques should 
be in line with the democratic process and relate to the goals 
desired in the study of atopic. Techniques are employed for 
getting the learning under way with guidance from the teacher. 
They should be selected as a means for serving the best purpose 
at a particular time with the result of growth for the individual.” 


Importance of the techniques of teaching—This is an 
age of techniques and technology. A good deal of stress is laid on 
the technique of teaching. If has been made compulsory for a 
teacher of Higher Secondary classes to be trained. It is thought 
that the mental status of the High School students requires tackl- 
ing in a very psychological manner. The students have not grown 
mature mentally and so the education that is imparted to them 
in a psychological and scientific manner, can only be helpful and 
useful, Through psychological method, it is possible to economise 
the teaching. In order to achieve the objective of teaching the 
maximum in the shortest possible time, several techniques have 
been evolved. ‘They present the subject-matter in different forms. 


Normally the techniques of teaching may be employed ina 


normal manner but various techniques are useful for various 


standards of education. Ifa particular method is useful for one 
stage of education, another method is useful for another stage of 
education. It is quite possible to teach students of a particular 
class through question-answer technique, while it shall be possible 
to teach the students of another class in an efficient manner 
through story-telling technique or story system. 


In fact, the aim of various techniques of teaching is to make 
the presentation of the subject-matter easy, realistic and con- 


veient. From this point or view following techniques of teaching 
have been evolved :— 


(i) Questioning Technique or Question-Answer "Technique. 
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(ii) Drill Technique. 
(iii) Story Telling Technique or Story System. 
(iv) Narration Technique. 
(v) Observation Technique. 
(vi) Examination "Technique. 
(vii) Dramatisation "Technique. 
(viii) Assignment Technique. 
(ix) Illustration Technique. 
(x) Text book Technique. 


Here, we are giving a brief account of these techniques of 
teaching :— 


(i) Questioning Technique or Question-Answer Techni- 
que—In this technique of teaching, the teacher tries to impart 
knowledge to the students with the help of various topics by 
questions, He tries to inspire the students to acquire further 
knowledge. He also encourages them in the job. In this approach, 
heavy reliance is placed on the student's verbal report for 
information about the experiences to which he is exposed and for 
knowledge for his learning. 


The teacher tries to take advantage of the previous knowledge 
of the students and gives them further exercises. Thus, he tries to 
make the new lesson interesting and intelligible. Suppose the 
teacher has to acquaint the students about the Production. 
First of all, he must know what the students have actually learnt, 
"Then he shall try to proceed further, with the help of the questions 
as indicated below :— 


(1) What does the carpenter make ? (Chairs, tables, bed, 
etc.). : 
(2) What does he do of these things? (He sells them in the 
market). 


(3). Why do the customers purchase these things ? ( In order 
to fulfil their wants, the customers purchase them for their 
use). $ 

(4) Why does he not purchase the wood only ? (It does not 
fulfil his needs). 


Then he should state that the capacity to meet the wants was 
given to the wood by the workmanship of the carpenter. There- 
fore, we can say that the carpenter has made the table, chairs, 
bed, etc. 


Through the production of the capacity in the natura] things 
to meet the needs, is called Production. The efforts by which 
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the production is made is called Labour. In other words OS 
be said that the carpenter makes tables, chairs, etc. out [) 
wood through his labour. 


The question may be put to the students in order to achieve 
the following objectives :— 

(1) Exposition of the topic or the development ofthe lesson. 

(2) Recapitulation of the subject-matter taught. 

(3) Evaluation of the knowledge given to the students. 


Types of Questions—According to the mental capacity of 
the students, the questions may be categorised under five heads: 


(1) Memory Questions ; (2) Reasoning Questions ; (3) Infor- 
mative Questions ; (4) Comparative Questions; (5) Reflective 
Questions, etc. 

Functions and the purposes of the Question-Answer 


"Technique—Ouestions are helpful in meeting the following 
purposes :— 


(1) The questions develop the curiosity in the students to 
acquire knowledge and do "work. 

(2) They help and guide the process of learning. 

(3) They encourage the students to think. 

(4) They not only encourage the students butalso try to 


provide the knowledge ofthe interests, requirements and immediate 
problems of the students. 


(5) They throw light on the central points of thelearning and 
help the evaluation of the knowledge acquired by the students. 


(6) Questions prepare the minds of the students to solve 
various economic problems. 


(7) Through questions, the experience and the knowledge of 
the facts of the students is organised and they are encouraged to 
take to discoveries and inventions. 


(8) The power of expression of the students also develop. 


(9) Questions are helpful in ascertaining the difficulties and the 
defects of the students and provide opportunity for individual 
education and recapitulation. 


Precautions in using this technique—An attempt should 
be made to use the questioning technique in a scientific manner. 
In this regard, the following things should be kept in mind :— 


(1) The questions should be definite, pointed, easy and short. 


C'——————— 
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(2) The language of the questions should be simple and intel- 
ligible, and it should be in accordance with the mental age ofthe 
students. 


(3) The questions should encourage the students to take to 
thinking and they should fulfil the purposes for which they are 
meant. k 


(4) As far as possible, the questions should be of. objective 
nature. In other words, it means that for answering the questions 
the students should not have to write much. 


(5) The questions should bring out the central theme of the 
chapter and they should be put with self-confidence. 


(6) They should generate and develop creativity and efficiency 
in the students. 


After questions, the students should be given reasonable time 
to answer them. 


(ii) Drill Technique— This is based on the theory of learn- 
ing put forward by Thorndike, who hassaid that repetition of 
a thing strengthens the knowledge. Through Drill, the revision 
and repetition is carried out. Students get their habits and efficien- 
cies formed. They acquire certain skills. How far this technique 
can be used in Economics, depends upon the nature of the subject 
matter. Ifthe subject-matter has the scope for drill and exercise, 
then it is possible to use it properly. We can use this technique 
in encouraging the students to prepare outline of a topic, learning 
a particular lesson, giving answer to certain questions, drawing 
maps etc, 


(iii) Story-telling Technique or Story System—In this 
technique of teaching, we include story-telling, dialogue, short 
lectures etc. This technique requires a good deal of use of oral 
or verbal expression. In this teaching of Economics, this method 
is not very much in use. In fact, teachers of Economics have not 
been able to grasp the utility and importance of this technique, 
On the other hand, if the subject-matter of Economics has to be 
presented in the form of a story, it would require a good deal of 
planning and serious thinking. Teachers of today are not very 
much prone to itand they do not get any opportunity to grow 
prone to all these things. The idea of examination consumes all 
their energy. 


In this technique the curiosity and the interest of the students 
has to be sustained and maintained. Aristotle was very much in 
favour of using this technique for the students. 


This technique is very useful for small children. Small child- 
ren havea lot of imagination and curiosity in them, It is a 
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natural part of their personality. They want to acquire knowledge 


through this technique and so it shall be wise to employ it for 
the students of this age group. 


Precautions in using this technique—While using this 
technique, the teacher has to take the following precautions :— 


(1) The story-telling technique should be natural and emo- 
tional. It should not have an element of artificiality init. 'The 
teacher should have a perfect command over the topic about 
which heis telling a story to his students. The language, style 
and the subject-matter of the story should be in accordance with 
the mental age, interest and natural tendency of the students. 


(2) As far as possible, an attempt should be made to co-relate 
the subject-matter of the story with the life of the students. 


(3) The story should be properly organised and while narrat- 


ing the story, the teacher should not forget the main objective of 
his teaching. 


(4) It is very necessary to keep the students active while they 
are being taughtin the class. Ifthe students become passive 
listeners, the objective of the education islost. In order to meet 
this objective, the students should be kept active while the teacher 


is narrating the story. He should take the help of the students in 
regard to the subject-matter of the story. 


(iv) Narration Technique—This is also called a Lecture 
Method. Sometimes it is not possible to present the subject- 
matter with the help of Questioning Technique and other methods. 
‘Then the teacher has to narrate the topic or the subject-matter 
by himself. The students sit silently and listen to the lecture or 
the narration of the teacher. In order to keep the students active. 
the teacher goes on asking certain questions while delivering the 
lecture, In this technique the students have to be Passive partners, 
They have only to listen to what the teacher is telling them. If 
they listen attentively they remove many of their difficulties. 
CUM es is, therefore, a most important requisite of this 
method. 


Precautions—This technique has to be employed with an 


element of caution. The teacher has to bear in mind the follow- 
ing things :— 


. (1) The teacher should have perfect command over the sub- 
ject about which he is going to deliver lecture. 


(2) He should continue to make his lecture interesting. 
(3) He should also keep the students active. 
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(4) The language and the style of the lecture should meet the 
requirements of the mental age and the physical age ofthe 
educands. 


(5) While delivering lecture, or narrating a topic, the 
teacher should not lose ihe central point. He should endeavour 
to keep the students on the actual track of the subject-matter. 


(6) The teacher should give his narration with the demons- 
tration of the maps, diagrams, models, etc. 


(7) As far as possible, this technlque should not be employed 
for the teaching of Economics. In order to present the subject- 
matter before the students this technique may be employed in the 
middle of the lesson. 


(8) This technique is not useful up to the High School classes. 
The teacher may employ this technique in Intermediate and Uni- 
versity classes. 


(9) The teacher can employ this technique successfully only 
when he has arranged the whole subject-matter in a scientific 
manner. 


(5) Observation Technique— Science begins with observa- 
tion and returns to observation for its final validation. It is not 
only one of the most pervasive activities of daily life, but a 
primary tool of imparting knowledge. In fact, this technique is 
nothing but a step and a part of Inductive-cum-Deductive Tech- 
nique. Butit hasa separate existence as well. In its separate 
existence, this technique is helpful in establishing relationship of 
the subject-matter with the life. The knowledge that is acquired 
through observation is solid and clear. In fact through observa- 
tion the practical knowledge of Economics is acquired. It facili- 
tates the teaching of Economics. Although teachers use this 
method rarely but it has its own value. 


Application—In this method the teacher should try to pre- 
sent the students such circumstances in which they may have a 
practical knowledge or idea of the principles and theories of 
Economics. The teacher may carry the students to the market 
and give them an idea of import export demand. and supply in 
practical manner. This technique can be useful for the observa- 
tion of land, labour, capital, management, enterprise, import and 
export system by making the students observe a factory. Obser- 
vation technique cannot be of universal use. It can be used effec- 
tively in certain topics only and not all the topics. 


Precautions—While using this technique, the tercher has to 
bear the following things in mind :— 
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(1) The mental age of the students should be kept in mind. 


With this idea only they should be given an opportunity to 
observe the market conditions. 


(2) The things that are observed by the students should be, 
as far as possible, co-related with life. This co-relation with life 
will help them to understand its utility. 


(3) The teacher should prepare in advance an outline of the 


principles that he may have to explain to the students. This will 
remove various difficulties. 


(4) While the students are observing things, the teacher 


should provide them with proper guidance. He should also 
explain the economic aspect of every thing. 


(vi) Examination Technique— This is a very broad-based 
technique and can be used in the teaching of language and every 
subject and topic. In this technique, the previous knowledge of 
the students is tested and an attempt is made to have an evalua- 
tion of the intelligence and the knowledge or the achievement of 
thestudents. It also helps the teacher to know, how far the 
students shall be able to understand the t 
of Economics. Once the teacher has known all these things about 
the students or he has taken examination of the students in this 
regard, he tries to impart knowledge of Economics to the students 
on the basis of this knowledge. Itis the question that acts asa 
means in this technique. This technique is useful for the students 
of the secondary classes. It cannot be employe 
the students of the lower classes and higher clas

Precautions—The teacher should be very cautious in using 
this technique. While employing this technique, he should take 
the following precautions :—

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This is the latest trend in the field of evalution and_so only those 
questions that are of objective type are useful in this regard. 

(vii) Dramatisation Technique—This is of course a new 
technique in the field of teaching but it has the capacity to make 
the teaching interesting. Through this technique it is possible to 
present even difficult topics in a simple and lucid manner. In this 
technique a good deal of stress is laid on activities. This is to a 
very great extent in line with Story Technique. Here through 
activity or dramatisation, an attempt is made to explain the com- 
plicated details of the topic that is being taught to the students. 
Here all the students have to play the role and almost all the 
students take part in the drama. A major portion of the lesson 
is presented through dramatic activities, The things that are not 
possible to be dramatised are presented in the form of a lecture to 
the students, Thus, the . whole lesson is taught. The application 
of this technique develops the creative powers of the students. 
However, this technique is not very practical. In this technique, 
a good deal of time is likely to be wasted. It is not possible for 
the students to acquire concentration. It is also not possible for 
the students and the teacher to present and expose the topics 
clearly. Besides, this technique does not seem to be very psycho- 
logical. It is not suited for the schools of the East where para- 
phernalia of drama is lacking. ; 

Precaution—While applying this method the following 
precautions have to be taken :— 

(1) This technique should be employed by the teachers, who 
have the capacity to dramatise things. ltis not possible for all 
the teachers to employ this technique. 

(2) It requires a good deal of self-expression and self- 
confidence. In the absence of these capacities, the dramatisation 
technique shall fall flat. The teacher should try to develop these 
things in the students through their own example. 


(3) An attempt should be made to make the problems con- 
cerning with the economic aspect of life perfectly clear and intelli- 
gible to the students. 

(4) The students should be encouraged to understand and 
follow various economic problems. 

(5) An attempt should be made to free this technique from 
artificiality and hypocrisy. 

(6) Before dramatisation is done of a particular topic, the 
students should be made acquainted and well aware of the impli- 
cations and the details of the topic. They should also be encou- 
raged and told to organise that information. The teacher should 
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try, with the help of the students, to convert the subject-matter 
into dialogues. 


(7) An attempt should be made to encourage all:the students 
to take part in it. 


(viii) Assignment Technique—In the words of Professor 
M. P. Moffatt, Today's assignment might be defined as an agree- 
ment between the people (or group) and the teacher of work to 
be done.” In this technique, there is provision for assignment of 
work to the students. The teachers are given certain work and 
they have to complete it. This assignment is based on learning 
by doing. Generally, this technique is employed when the lesson 


is finished but it may also be employed in the beginning of the 
lesson, 


Assignment may be of two types :— 


(a) Traditional, that is given through text books and other 
teaching aids, ,and 


(b) Modern or psychological which is based on the interest, 
aptitudes and working and likings of the students. 


,., Inorder to facilitate the Working, the assigument is divided 

into small units and the students are asked to fulfil these things. 
Ina country like India, there is very little scope for modern 

and psychological assignment and so this technique has come in 


for severe criticism, In fact, this criticism is directed against the 
traditional assignment technique. 


Precautions—While applying this technique followin 
things should be taken care Ghee EK 13 5 ER B 


(1) While giving assignment to the students, an eye should be 
kept on their interest and mental status. 
(2) "The students should be 
that they can easily accomplish. 
(3) The teacher should act as an alert guide and see that the 
students discharge the assignment properly and successfully. 


(4) The teacher should try to encourage the students. This 
encouragement will make the teaching interesting.

h Demerits—This technique has the possibilities of the follow- 
ing demerits and disadvantages :— 


(1) Wastage of time, lack of concentration, 
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(2) Dearth of material. 

" (3) This technique cannot be useful for all the stages of edu- 

cation. It is useful for Secondary classes only. People have 
yet to be convinced about its utility. It is still looked at with 
suspicion. 
[ (ix) Illustration Technique—Here, an attempt is made to 
impart knowledge of certain topics of Economics with the help of 
certain illustrations. An attempt is made to select illustrations 
from the lives of the students. This technique has a good deal of 
importance in the present day life. These illustrations create 
interest in the students and attracts their attention. It also brings 
about the mental development of the students. 


Types of Illustrations— Teaching, in this technique, is 
carried out with the help of various types of illustrations. Broadly 
speaking, these illustrations are of three types :— 


1. Oralexamples or Illustrations— Through such types 
of illustrations, an attempt is made to clarify and illustrate various 
complexities of different topics of Economics. The teacher him- 
self gives out these illustrations. While giving out such illustra- 
tions, the teacher should bear in mind that they are simple and 
are concerned with every day life. 

2. Visual Ilustrations—These are the illustrations that 
catch the eyes of the students and make them interested in the 
topic. A few of the visual illustrations that are used in the teach- 
ing of Economics are :— (a) Pictures ; (b) Models; (c) Diagrams; 
(d) Maps ; (e) Charts ; (f) Graphs ; (g) Sketches. In fact, these 
are nothing but Teaching Aids. 

3. Symbolic Illustrations—In such type Of illustrations, 
the teacher presents 4 short structure and on the basis of it tries 
to explain long things to the students. 

Precautions—While applying this technique, the following 
things should be kept in mind — 

(1) The language of the illustrations should be simple and 


interesting. : 
(2) The illustrations should be directly concerned with the 


topic under study. ; 
(3) The illustrations should be intelligible to the students. 


4) Too many illustrations are likely to spoil the interest of 
the students in the topic. 

(x) Text-Book Technique—This technique is not new. It 
isa technique which has been in vogue for a very long time. 
Here the teacher puts forward certain books before the students 
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and the students are asked to read them. Once the students have 
finished reading of the book, he asks certain questions to them. 
Merits—This technique has the following merits :— 
(1) It provides a systematised knowledge before the students. 
(2) The attention of the students is concentrated on books 
and so they learn the art of concentration or attention. 


(3) Through questions, it is possible to give a stable pace to 
the knowledge acquired from the text-books. 


(4) The students know exactly the standard of the know- 
ledge that they have to acquire. 


Demerits and Defects—This technique has the following 
demerits and defects :— 


(1) The teacher becomes inactive. He only assigns the por- 
tion to be read by the students and does not do anything else. 

(2) The inactivity of the teacher can havean adverse effect 
on the students. They may also not like to study. 


(3) If the questions are not properly framed, the entire pur- 
pose of this technique is defeated. 


(4) This te 


chnique develops the tendency of cramming in the 
students. 


(5) In this technique, the students become book-centered. 
They lose originality. 


(6) In fact, this tech 


nique should be employed with a good 
deal of precaution.

GHAPTER XI 


TEACHING AIDS IN THE TEACHING OF 
ECONOMICS 


Q. What aids and techniques would you use in the 
teaching of Economics? What is the place of excursion 
in the teaching of Economics?

Write a short essay on the importance of the Aids 
in the teaching of Economics and give a short descrip- 
tion of some of them. 


Importance and kinds of Teaching Aids—In order to 
make the teaching of a subject interesting, effective and realistic, 
certain things are required. For the teaching of Economics 
these things are also useful. These things have their effect on the 
sense organ of the students and so a co-ordinative teaching is 
possible. In the education today an attempt is made to co-ordi- 
nate the working of Head, Hands, Eyes and Ear. Itis through 
the help of the Teaching ‘Aids that this thing is possible, M. P. 
Moffatt, in his book ‘Social Studies Instruction’, „has aptly re- 
marked, “The teacher must strive to make the teaching of Econo- 
mics realistic, vital and interesting through, varied methods and 
procedures, through an intelligent adaptation to the interest and 
abilities of the class and through the planning and appropriate use 
of Teaching Aids.” Thus, the teaching aids occupy a significant 


place in the process of education. 
Aids are of three kinds :— 
(1) Traditional Aids. 
(2) Visual Aids. 
(3) Audio-visual Aids. 


Here, we are giving a brief account of the different kinds of 


teaching aids :— 

(1) Traditional Ai 
have (a) Text-Books, (b) 
and Journals.

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(b) Black-Board—In the teaching of almost all the subjects, 
black-board is used. In the teaching of Economics its necessity 
isallthe more. Theteacher has to put down an outline of the 
topic that he is teaching on the black-board. Then he has to 
explain the whole subject, topicwise. In the end he has to put 
down the substance of the chapter. Black-board may also be used 
for drawing charts, tables and maps, etc. 


Use of Black-Board.— While using the black-board, 
certain things should be kept in mind. The black-board should 
be properly polished. Generally it is black in colour and white 
chalk is used for writing on it. Most of the educationists 


now hold the view that the colour of the black-board should be 
green. This shall be soothing to the eyes. 


(c) Maps—Maps are an essential part of the teaching of 
Economics. In order to teach the agriculture, industry, centres of 
production, etc., maps are very useful. In the teaching of Econo- 
mic Geography, which is in fact a part of Economics, help of 
maps is inevitable. Geographical conditions can be explained 
only With the help of the maps. 


Precautions in regard to maps—While using maps the 
following precautions should be taken :— 


(1) The scale of the map should be proper. 
should be properly drawn with proper filling in of the 


(2) Maps should be accurate. The teacher should himself be 
expert at drawing maps. He may draw maps on the black-board 
as and when required. The maps should be drawn on correct 
statistical data.

taken up mainly as Visual Aids, are :—(a) Picture; (b) Graph 
(c) Tables; (d) Sketches and Diagrams; (e) Charts and Models: 
Let us have a detailed knowledge of these Visual Aids :— 


(a) Pictures—Pictures occupy an important place in the 
teaching of Economics. Teachers of Economics employ pictures 
to make the teaching of Economics realistic. Through these aids, 
the interest and the imagination of the students is encouraged and 
their power of comprehension grows up. With the help of these 
pictures, it is possible to make the teaching simple and easy. It 
is also possible to show various factories and the localisation of 
industries through this agency. The teacher of Economics has to 
use these aids with precaution and caution. He should keep an 
eye on the following things :— 


(1) The picture should be drawn on a proper scale. 


(2) The teacher should not try to show the pictures just like 
a magician. On the other hand, he should try to show the picture 
to the students and ask questions on them. Students should also 
be given ample opportunity to have a look at these pictures. 


(3) The picture should be used at proper places, Itis not 
possible to use pictures in every lesson and topic. If too many 
pictures are used, are likely to burden the lesson. 

(4) The pictures should have relevance on the economic life 
of the students. 


(5) They should be accurate; lively, clear and aesthetically

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(d) Sketches and Diagrams—Sketches and diagrams 
Occupy an important place in the teaching of Economics. : 
"Through these devices, the subject-matter of Economics is present- 
ed in a simple and intelligible form. The teacher of Economics 
can make a good deal of use of these things. These diagrams are 
of two types :—(1) Curves, and (2) Rectangle diagrams. 


Use of Sketches and Diagrams—When the subject-matter 
is difficult and full of statistical data the teacher tries to present 
these abstract things in the form of certain concrete devices. Dia- 
grams and Sketches are the things of this type. In Economic 
Geography, diagrams and sketches have greater value. Through 
Sketches certain events and:conditions may be depicted while the 
presentation of the facts is being done. 


(e) Charts and Models—Teaching of Economics has a lot 
of scope for the use of charts. Chartis a device in which we present 
the things in usual form. In lower classes, pictures are more 
useful while in higher classes, it is the charts that are of greater 
use. This device is useful in explaining the relationship of various 
objects. Through this device it is possible to present an outline of 
certain facts in useful manner. ` 


Precautions in regard to use of the charts—Charts 
should be used with the following things in mind :— 


(1) Charts should be simple and relevant to the topic. 


(2) They should be apt for the st

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(3) Audio-visual Aids—Audio-visual Aids are those, which 
have a bearing on eyes as well as ears of the students. "These aids 
make the teaching effective and useful. They also encourage the 
students to learn about the topic more. Following are the uses of 
the Audio-Visual Aids in the teaching of Economics :— 


(1) Through them, a co-ordination is established between the 
Head, the Eyes and the Ears and so the knowledge that is 
acquired becomes stable. 

(2) This is a replica of the direct knowledge or experience. 


(8) These devices make the teaching interesting and encour- 
age the students to acquire further knowledge about the subject. 


(4) For the. students who are not very intelligent, these 
devices are of greater use. 

(5) Various mental faculties such as imagination, judgment, 
etc., develop through these devices. 


Various Audio-visual Aids—Following are the various 
audio-visual aids :— ` 


(i) Radio—This is a means of recreation as well as educa- 
tion. According to Young: “The radio has become one of the 
most important media of mass communication.” "Through this 
medium it is possible to educate the students in an effective 
manner. The following words of Syed Ali Zaheer in regard to 
radio, as a means of education, are very apt and proper: 


“Radio has made possible some of the exciting experiments in 
learning and teaching and as our resources grow, we will make 
this aid available to teachers at all levels." 

In the modern times, radio is an important teaching aid. In 
almost all the western countries, radio is playing a significant role 
ineducation. In India also, a beginning has been made in this 
direction. A.LR. Stations have been broadcasting different pro- 
grammes for teaching of various subjects including Economics. 


(ii) Documentaries—Documentaries occupy a very impor- 
tant place in the teaching of Economics. Through these docu- 
mentaries it is possible to acquaint the students properly with the 
progress that the country is making in the economic field. 
Students can also be made acquainted with various economic 
conditions. , 

Precautions—Documentaries should be used properly and 
scientifically. In the beginning the teacher should acquaint the 
subject-matter of the documentaries. 


The difficult portions in the do.umentaries shoul 
explained as and when needed. d be 
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(iii) Cinemas and Films— Cinema is a means of recreation, 
but it is also a very powerful agency of social education. Although 
the cinemas and films may not reach as vast a number of people 

. as radio, nonetheless they have become the most potent means of 
mass communication in our time. It can be very nicely utilised 
for the teaching of Economics. Films may be produced with an 
economic angle such as the problems of the rural life, crops of the 
countries, mineral resources of Asia and such other topics. These 
problems may also be given shape of certain stories, 


Importance of Excursions in the teaching of 
Economics— Excursions and tours may not be technically termed 
as teaching aids, but they are certainly a complementary part of 
education. Economics being a practical subject, requires a good 
deal of practical knowledge. This can be acquired only if the 
students are taken on tours and excursions, The students may 
be taken to places of agricultural and industrial importance 
and there they may be made acquainted with various prob- 
lems of industry and production, While on tours and excursions, 
the students should be asked to carry a note-book with them and 
they should put down the relevant information and the informa- 
tion that may be useful for them. They should also be explained 
the use of the information that they are collecting. For example, 
the students have to be made acquainted about the problems of 
the labour and the slums in which they live. If they are taken to 
industrial towns and shown the slums and explained the problems 
of the labourers they shall have a stable knowledge about it. 
Students are fond of going about and seeing things. Excursions 
and tours provide oppo rtunity for this as well.

CHAPTER XII 


IMPORTANCE OF TEXT-BOOKS AND PERIODICALS . 
AND JOURNALS IN THE TEACHING OF ECONOMICS.

According to Buckingham, “In ordinary usage, the text-book 
is printed, it is non-consumable, it is hard bound, it serves as an 
avowed instructional purpose and it is placed. in the hands of the 
teacher." In the words of Paul, “A text-book is a standard book 
for any branch of study." D 


Text-Book and its importance— While talking about the 
teaching aids of Economics, we have seen that text-book is one of 
the traditional teaching aids. This is the oldest teaching appara- 
tus that has been employed by the teacher. Regarding the jmpor- 
tance of text-books, Keating has aptly remarked, “Text-book has 
half of the apparatus of teaching." Raymond also observes, “The 
text-books must be regarded as strictly supporting and supple- 
mentary to the teacher's lesson." Text-books are the collection 
of the views and feelings of the authors about the subject-matter 
that the students have to read. The students have to take the 
advantage of the knowledge of their predecessors. It is through 
these text-books that they can acquire this advantage. The teacher 
employs this tool for imparting the knowledge of the subject to 
the students. It is that factor which determines the method or 
the standard of teaching. According to Prof. C, P. Hill : “A text- 
book ought not to be used as a collection of facts to be learned 
by heart but rather as store-house of basic information "which the 
pupils can use in a variety of active ways. 


There has been a lot of controversy in regard to the-utility of 
the text-books in the education. Some educationists feel that it 
is a very useful apparatus of education, Through it, it is possible 
to present the knowledge in a systematised and’ scientific manner, 
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On the other hand, other educationists feel that text-books develop 
the tendency of cramming in the students. 


In spite of the controversy, the text-books are in use and shall 
be in use for many years in.future. What is needed is their utility 
and their characteristics. In the last analysis, the text-book is 
à potent determinant of what and how they will teach. 


Factors responsible for the opinion against the text- 
books—Text-books in themselves are not bad. it is the circums- 
tances in which the text-books are used that have made this aid 


so much objectionable. The factors responsible for the opinion 
against the text-books are as follows :— 


(1) The textbooks are not properly written. The authors 
do not keep in mind the students for which the books are actually 
intended. 


(2) The text-books are not scientifically written. Authors do 
not proceed from concrete to abstract. Sometimes, there is too 
much of abstraction in these text-books. 


(3) Text-books do not cater to the needs of various methods 
of teaching. 


(4) The language and the style of the books is not simple and 
apt for the standards for which the books are actually meant. 

(5) Textbooks are generally Written with an eye on the exa- 
mination, The presentation of the subject-matter is not scientific 
and psychological. 

(6) The printing and the get-up is not artistic and attractive. 


(7) There is very little use of the illustrations, graphs, charts, 
etc. 


(8) They do not meet the requirements and Objectives of the 
community life. 


Basic principles underlying the preparation and selec- 
tion of the Text-books—Text-books of Economics should try to 
meet the needs of the various factors involved i 


n the process of 
education. In short, they should keep an eye on the following :— 
(1) Students. 
(2) Society. 
(3) Education and the book itself. 
(4) The author, 


Text-books should be prepared with a view to meet the 
requirements of the interests, age, aptitudes, instincts and tenden- 
cies of the students. In short, they should meet the requirements 
of the physical and the mental age of the students. The text- 
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books must meet the requirements 5f the society and the commu- 
nity life. They should be so prepared that they may encourage 
and inspire the students to play an active role in the economic 
development of the country. 


An attempt should also be made to co-relate the community 
life with the education. x 


From the point of view of the book itself, the education and 
the author, the following should be available in the books— 


(1) The type, the binding, the printing and the make-up of the 
books should be attractive and interesting. 


(2) There should be a list of the contents in the beginning of 
the book. This will enable the students to know about the topics 
and their location in the book. 


(3) The book should try to present the subject-matter in such 
a way that the teacher may attempt to co-relate the present expe- 
rience with the previous knowledge and the past experiences of 
the students. 


(4) The book should be so designed that they may save tho 
time of the students as well as the teacher. — 


(5) The book should be written in simple language and lucid 
style. 


(6) T'ext-books must be full of educational requirements such 
as questions for recapitulation, directions, listof the supplementary 
books and other requirements, 


(7) The subject matter should be full of illustrations and 
examples. These illustrations and examples should be so designed 
as to make the reading of the text-books interesting and useful. 


(8) There should be a good deal of use of maps, charts, tables 
T hese charts and tables should be accurately and neatly drawn. 


(9) The text-books should contain originality. The authors 
should not try to harp upon the principles and theories laid down 
by their predecessors. They should also try to have an original 
thinking on various topics and inspire the students to take to 
original thinking. 


Presentation of the subject-matter--In the text-books, 
the subject-matter of Economics should be so presented that it 
may add to the knowledge and understanding: of the students and 
develop certain skills and attitudes in them. It should also encou- 
rage the students to give a practical shape to the knowledge, skills 
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and attitudes. "The presentation of the subject-matter should be 
‘governed by the following conditions :— 


(a) Co-relation should be established with the knowledge of 
other subjects). An attempt should be made to adjust the indivi- 
dual and social differences. 


(b) The presentation of the subject matter should be in accor- 
dance with the law of learning and the principles of teaching. 


(c) It should also encourage the mental development of the 
students. 


(d) Illustrations of the text-books should be practical. If a 
‘student is asked to draw a family budget, the budget should not 


be based on a hypothetical data. It should be based on the actual 
data that we find around us. 


(e) If the textbooks contain the personal experiences of the 
author, they are likely to have greater influence over the students. 


(f) The technical terms that are used in the text-books should 
be standard and accepted ones. 


(g) An attempt should be made to make the subject-matter 
up-to-date. ^ 


(h) The text-books should be prepared with easy and proper 
attention. They should not be prepared in hurry. "Today text- 
books are prepared in great hurry and so itis not possible to give 
thém the shape that they actually deserve. 


(i) Text-books should be reasonably priced. They should be, 
from the point of view of price, within the reach of the common 
man. : 


^ * 

While using the material in the text-books, namely the paper. 
the card sheet, the binding cloth, etc., the publisher should not be 
guided by the profit motive only. They should try to. raise them- 
selves slightly above their personal gains and look at the national 
interest as well. They should use good paper and good printing 
and get-up material. i 


Periodicals and Journals 


Periodicals and Journals as well as newspapers are of great 
importance in the field of teaching of Economics. No doubt news- 
papers, periodicals and journals have certain other jobs to perform. 
But they have their own value in the field of teaching Economics 
as Well. There are certain specialised journals and periodicals that 
deal With economic topics only. These journals have articles, 
news and comments on economic problems. The students should 
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" be encouraged to go through these papers and periodicals. These . 
papers and periodicals shall not be of great use in the lower. classes, 
but they shall be very useful in higher classes. Students of the 
higher classes can acquire a good dealof knowledge from these 
Periodicals and journals. ! 


Writers, publishers, editors and printers of the periodicals, 
journals and papers should tryto maintain the standards. They 
should present the subject-matter in an interesting and effective 
manner. They should also keep the printing and get-up of the 
^ Journals neat, clean and effective. 


Journals, periodicals and newspapers also help the advertise- 
ment ofvarious materials andso they also help the practical 
aspect of Economics. Inthis regard also, they have a valuable 


place.

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CHAPTER XIII 


IMPORTANCE OF GRAPHS AND TABLES IN THE 
TEACHING OF ECONOMICS 


Q. Describe briefly the importance of the following 
in the teaching of Economics :— 


(a) Graphs, (b) Tables. 


. Graphs and Tables—As already stated, we require certain 
aids to make the teaching of a subject effective and interesting. 
Graphs and Tables are visual aids for making the teaching of 
Economics interesting and effective. Through these devices, the 
statistical data and the figures are presented in a visual form. 


(a) Graph and its Importance—Graph occupies a very 
important place in the teaching of Economics. "Through this 
device, the statistical data and the economic situations are 
presented in a visual form before the students. It is not possible 
to present the situations effectively in words and through maps. 
Gertain laws and theories of Economics are not easy to explain. 
If they are explained in words, they are likely to become difficult 
for the students to understand. If they are presented through 
graphs, they are likely to be easy for the students. For example, 
we have to teach the Law of Diminishing Utility to the students. 
It shall be easy to demonstrate it with the help of the graphs. 
The rise and the decline of the utility may be easily plotted on 
the graph. Through the employment of the device of graph, the 
abstract things are presented in concrete form. 


‘Precautions in using graphs—Graph is no doubt an effec- 
tive and useful teaching aid. It should, however, be used with 


proper caution. In short, the following things should be borne 
in mind :— 


(1) The teacher should be well aware of the method of 
drawing of graph. He should be able to draw the graph in a 


neat and clean manner. The students should also be explained 
about this technique. . 


a (2) The graph should'be neat, clean and artistic. It should 
» be of a good quality, 
{f 
E (3) The scale and the measurement of the graph should be 
“accurate and intelligible to the students. 
« 
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(4) The graph paper should be good and properly drawn 
and the-pencil that is used should also be good. 


(5) The hints should be properly explained. The marks on 
the graph should be such that the students may understand them 
by themselves. 


(6) No doubt, the teacher should draw a graph on the black- 
board, but he should also make the students practise graph 
drawing. : 


(b) Tables—Tables are also a visual teaching aid. They 
make the teaching of Economics interesting and effective. They 
are very helpful in presenting various theories and laws of Econo- 
mics in a clear and intelligible form. 


Economics is a practical subject. lt has to be taught in such 
a way that the students may make a practical use of the know- 
ledge of the subject. It consists of various figures, statistics and 
data about the situations. All these things have to be made 
intelligible to the students. On the knowledge of all these things 
depends the knowledge of various theories and laws of Economics. 
Through tables, it is easy to explain these things. 


Classification of wants, exchange, localisation of industries are 
the subjects which can be explained more clearly with the help of 
the tables. No doubt, their theoretical knowledge can be given 
by the teacher, but this theoretical knowledge can be useful only 
if it is givena practical base. Tables help this process. ‘Tables 
are also helpful in presenting the abstract theories and things in 
concrete forms. They help the psychological procedure of 
teaching. 

Precautions in using Tables—Tables should be used freely 
no doubt, but they should be used with certain precautions. 
Following things should be kept in mind :— 

(1) Tables should be practical and of a normal type. 

(2) They should be intelligible to the students. ‘They should 
be so drawn that they may meet the requirements of the mental 
age of the students. 

(3) The posting of the data in the tables should be done in 
a neat and clean manner. It should also be well-ordered and 
organised. 


(4) Through tables, an attempt should be made to impart 
the maximum knowledge in the shortest possible time. In fact 
tables should economise the time of learning. 
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Here, we are giving an example of the table :

CHAPTER XIV 


IMPORTANCE OF CLASS ROOM IN THE TEACHING 
E OP ECONOMICS 


Q. Describe briefly the importance of class room 
in the teaching of Economics. How it should be equipped ? 


Class room and its importance—Today in the field of 
education a good deal of importance is attached to the school 
building. Stress is laid on erecting a school building in a decent 
and scientific manner. Class-rooms and the school building are 
planned scientifically. They are planned in such a way that they 
may meet the requirements of the teaching of the subjects. Gene- 
rally, the rooms are big enough to accommodate about 40 to 45 
students. Desks are so put that they may not be joined together. 
An attempt is made to leave a passage between the two rows of 
the desks on which the students are seated. 


For the convenience of teaching, sometimes various rooms are 
allotted for the teaching of various subjects. For the teaching 
of pure literary subjects, too much use of black-board and chalk is 
not needed. A teacher of literature may carry on his work 
without a black-board and a piece of chalk, but it shall not be 
possible for a teacher of Social Science. All the subjects that are 
taught on scientific lines need tackling of the subject-matter on 
scientific lines. For this, it is essential that the class-room is 
decorated with certain charts, maps, black-boards, etc. 


Economics is a Social Science no doubt but it is being taught 
on scientific lines. Therefore, there is need for having a separate 
room for the teaching of Economics. In regard to the seating 
arrangement and the size, this room may be like the other rooms. 
There should be space left between the two rows of the desks so 
that the teacher may have a look at the work of* the students. 
This will not create any discipline problem. There should be 
ample arrangement for air and light in the room. But there is 
need for certain other things also in the Economics class. 


Black-boards—There should be at least three black-boards 
in the Economics class. The teacher may draw a chart or a 
table on one black-board, on the other he may put down the 
questions and on the third he may put down the substance of the 
Jesson that he has taught. It shall be easy for the students to copy 
out the substance on their answer books. If the question is before 
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their eyes, they shall be able to co-relate the items of the substanca 
with the questions and so there shall be stable understanding o a 
subject, It will also facilitate revision and ge nianon ai 
the subject.. This arrangement facilitates the teaching of Eco 

nomics. 


Arrangement for hanging the charts, maps, pictures, 
etc.— Economics class should have proper arrangement for hang- 
ing the pictures, charts, tables, „maps, etc. Such an arrangement 
is greatly required as the teaching of Economics requires constant 
use of these materials to make the concept of various theories clear 
to the students. If these things are hung on the walls, the teacher 
shall be able to present the subject-matter 1n an easy form. If the 
pictures and the charts are small only a few students may see 
them. But if the pictures and charts are large enough and hung 
néar the teacher, the teacher may explain the implications of the 
charts, maps and pictures to the students. Certain pictures and 
charts of economic importance add to the value of the room. 


Arrangement for Almirahs and Shelves—There should 
be proper arrangement for almirahs and shelves in the Economics 
room, This will enable the safe keeping of the things and the 
books. In teaching of Economics we need certain models. These 
models have to be put at a safe place. Almirahs and shelves serve 
this purpose, 


Museum—Teaching of Economics requires collection of 
samples of minerals like coal, salt, stones, varieties of Crops and 
foodgrains, etc. Attached to the Economics room or, may be in 
the same room, there should be a museum containing things of 
economic value. This museum should be properly arranged. 
The room should be so designed that it may help the arrangement 
of the museum. The things should be so arranged that the students 
may see them properly. If Possible, rare articles of economic value 
may be put in cases made of glass so that they may neither be 
lost nor destroyed, e museum should be kept arranged for all 
the time, It is difficult to disturb its arrangement and then again 
arrange it. The arrangement of the museum should be such as t) 
catch the eye and insight curiosity in the students. 


Collection of the Books—In the Economics class, there 
should be a library consisting of the books of Economics. There 
should also be a good collection of the periodicals and journals, 
These periodicals and journals should be standard ones, ‘Ihis 
library will help the students to get ready material about the 
subject that they are reading or they want to know about, 


_ Charts and maps may also be displayed in the Economics 
class. This will encourage the students to do that work more 
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neatly and nicely. The library should be accessible to the students. 
They should have the opportunity to come and sit in the room 
and study the book they want. 


Place of the Teacher—The seat of the teacher should be in 
the middle of the walls which the students face. This would enable 
the students to catch the eyes of the teacher. The teacher shall 
also know what the students are actually doing. Then he shall 
also have an access to the black-board and he shall be able to 
write what he wants, } 


The seat of the teacher should be slightly elevated so that he 
may look at the students from above. 


The dimensions ofall the things should be normal. The 
drawers of the table of the teacher should contain coloured 
chalks, dusters and other requisites, There should also bea 
pointer. This pointer should be good looking and polished. It 
should not be dirty and inaesthetic. If it is dirty, it is likely to 
spoil the beauty of the maps and the charts. On the other hand, 
if it is inaesthetic it is likely to create a problem of discipline, as 
the students are prone to laugh at all ugly things. 

In short, the Economics room should be well-equipped and 
well-decorated. It should be a miniature world to exhibit and 
record the country’s economic development, This room would 
create a genuine desire amongst the students, It will give con- 
fidence to the teacher and the taught. Further it will make the 
teaching of Economics quite interesting and inspiring. 


Conclusions ; 

(1) There is need for a separate room for the teaching of 
social studies. It shall be useful if there is a separate room for the 
teaching of Economics, à 

(2) Economics room should be like other classrooms in 
dimensions and in regard to seating arrangements. 

(3) The Economics rooms should also contain the arrange-

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(1) Impressive Personality—The teacher of Economics 
should have impressive personality. The first thing with which 
the students are faced in the class is the personality of the teacher. 
As soon as the teacher enters the class-room, the process of educa- 
tion starts. If the personality of the teacher is impressive he can 
go along way to handle the education in an effective and nice 
manner. In order to have an impressive personality a teacher 
must have the following things :— 


(i) Proper health and good physical structure—The 
teacher of Economics should possess a healthy body and well- 
proportioned structure. If the teacher has some defects in him, he 
islikely to become a laughing stock of his students. Only those 
persons should be asked to come into the teaching profession who 
have sound eye-sight, are not hard of hearing, are not physically 
handicapped, etc, As far as possible; such young men should be 
selected for this job who do not possess any physical disability. 
Their physique should be well-proportioned. ‘This physical struc- 
ture is likely to infuse respect and a sense of reverence in the 


students. 

(ii) Properly dressed—The teacher should be properly 
dressed. He should be neat, clean and well-dressed. It is also 
possible to conceal certain physical defects if his dress is proper. 
A lean and thin person can conceal his leanness with the help of 
a proper dress. The dress should be impressive. Impressive dress 
does not mean putting on goddy clothes or such clothes that are 
likely to insight non-seriousness in the students. The dress should 
be neither very goddy nor too oldish looking. The teacher 
should avoid using too much of scent and such things that may 
make them look like ordinary persons or persons with cheap 


taste. 

(2) Temperament and Behaviour—A teacher should be 
the person with amiable temperament and a descent behaviour, 
He should be sweet-tempered, meek, modest and prepared to meet 
people and ready to solve their difficulties and problems. Modesty 
and meekness does not mean that the teacher should not 
possess self-respect. He should be perfectly self-respecting person. 
He should have sobriety and seriousness. He should not display 
cheapness at any occasion. He should behave with his students in 

rate manner. He should treat them as his 


a decent and conside them. 
own kith and kin. He should have tolerance, originality, co- 


operation, generosity and quality to lead people. He should be 
hard working and persevering. He should also possess a clear and 


sound views. 


(3) Charact

(4) Self-restraint and self-control—Self-restraint and 
selfcontrol are the pillars of success of any teacher. They occupy 
a very significant place in life and have a close relationship with 
discipline: A person who has self-control, is able to encourage 
people to follow a disciplined way of life. The teacher of Econo- 
mics should never get disappointed with his students. He should 
be able to control his emotions and passions. This will save him 
from digression from the main topic and theme, that he is teach- 
ing to the students, If the teacher is not selfcontrolled, he is 
likely to go astray and do things that are not discreet. The 
teacher who is self-controlled exercises patience and does the 
things discreetly. Such an attitude helps him to please the 
students as well as the authorities. 4 


(5) Regularity and discipline—The 
quite regular in his work He cannot expect 
his orders, regulations of the schools and Othe 
tions unless he himself is law-abiding and Prepared to follow the 
rules and regulations. This is true about the discipline as well. 
Unless the teacher is disciplined he cannot expect his students to 
lead a disciplined life. The teacher who is disciplined and obeys

(7) Faith and Optimism-— The teacher of Economics 


should have faith and optimism in him. The optimism will kindle 
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the light of zeal in the teacher and he shall take the job seriously 
and enthusiastically. A work that is started with zeal brings 
success at the end. The teacher who: has faith in his mission 
comes out successful at the end. The teacher who has faith and 
optimism in him has the qualities of.foresightedness, tolerance, 
prominence, etc. 

(8) Faith in the Job—The teacher of Economics should 
have faith in his profession and job, otherwise he will not work 
With a spirit of dedication. He should know that he is doing 
something which shall be very valuable in life. He should also 
have faith in the utility of the teaching of Economics. Only such 
a teacher can do justice with the subject and the job; 

(9) Sympathy—The teacher of Economics should have sym- 
pathy in him. . This sympathy will help him to correct the mis- 
takes of the students. On the other hand, it will also enable him 
to appreciate the problems of the economic life. The teacher of 
Economics should always be prepared to forgive the mistakes of 
his students. He should also endeavour his best to. correct them, 
Such attitude helps the teacher to reform his students. If the 
teacher is cruel and harsh in behaviour, he is more likely to spoil 
the students. He may insight temporary fear and discipline in the 
class, but ultimately his influence shall not be lasting. 


(10) Perseverance and Curiosity—The teacher of Econo- 
mics should be diligent and hard working. He should take pains 
to make his teaching interesting and effective. Through perseve- 
rance, he can collect all the things required for a successful teach- 
ing. He can also take up the work of correction. 

Curiosity will help him to acquire further knowledge of the 
subject as well as the researches about the teaching of education, 
Through curiosity, he shall be able to equip himself better. "This 
equipment will stand him in good stead and help him to teaching 
his students in a better manner. 


(11) Thorough knowledge of the subject—Thorough 
knowledge is helpful in imparting the knowledge of the subject 
in an efficient and effective manner. A person who has a 
thorough knowledge of the subiect is able to handle his students 
properly. The teacher of Economics should, therefore, have 
thorough knowledge of the subject. The students should have 
the impression that the teacher knows all that he wants to teach, 
This impression will generate respect in the students forthe 
teacher and will make them listen to him attentively. The 
teacher of Economics should have thorough knowledge of the 
theories of Economics and other implications. He should also 
know about the importance of those theories and principles in our 


social life. 
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(12) Kuowledge of the current affairs—The teacher of 
Economics should have knowledge of the current economic events. 
Without this knowledge it is not possible for him to solve various 
economic problems. In order to be aware of these economic 
events, he should go through the newspapers daily and read jour- 
nals dealing with the subject of Economics such as Eastern Econo- 
mist, Economic Times, etc. 


(13) Knowledge of the statistics and economic data— 
Statistics and data play a vital role in the teaching of COROT. 
No theory of Economics is complete without the knowledge © 
the statistics and the data about it. These data change according 
to the circumstances and times. The teacher of Economics should 
be well aware of this statistics. He should have the knowledge 
about the data, about export and import, banking rates, national 
income, etc. 


(14) Interest in Economic Problems—The teacher of 
Economics should be interested in various economic problems 
of the society. He should try to acquire a direct knowledge about 
these problems. This knowledge should be practical as well. In 
other words, it means that the teacher of Economics should be 
able to have a practical outlook about the solution of those eco- 
nomic problems. Without this direct and practical knowledge 
of the economic problems, it shall not be possible for the teacher 
of Economics to make his students acquainted with all the details 
of those problems and their practical utility. 


(15) Scientific and broad outlook—This is an age of 
science. Everything is studied in a systematic and scientific 
manner, This scientific study requires a broad outlook on the 
subject. Broad outlook involves understanding the viewpoints of 
others and things that are new to our thinking. The teacher of 
Economics should try to view at the various problems of Econo- 
mics in a scientific manner. He should be guided by the Law of 
Cost and Effect. On the other hand, he should also try to under- 


stand the new researches and try to study them in their proper 
perspective. 


(16) Knowledge of the Economic Geography—Economic 
conditions are governed by geographical conditions, The teacher 
of Economics should have a thorough knowledge of Economic 
Geography, Unless he has proper knowledge about the Economic 
Geography he shall not be able to understand the progress made 
by the country. He shall also not be able to have proper assess- 
ment of various trades and industries and arts and craft, lt is on 
the basis of the knowledge of Economic Geography that all these 
things can be understood in a scientific manner.

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(17) Practical knowledge and outlook— Economics has a 
theoretical as well as practical outlook, The teacher of Econo- 
mics should teach the students to learn to solve problems of the 
field of Economics in a practical manner. He should also teach 
them to apply the theories and principles of Economics in the 
practical life. This thing can be done only if the teacher himself 
has the practical knowledge and outlook. He should go and visit 
various factories, industrial centres and centres of craft, Then he 
should take his students to these places, There he should explain 
the things in detail and help them to develop a practical outlook, 

(18) Kuowledge of the principles of teaching of Econo- 
miics—Teachers up to the Secondary stage of education are 
required to be trained. This training requires that they should 
have proper knowledge of the Educational Psychology, Child 
Psychology, principles and methods of teaching etc. A teacher 
who has the knowledge of all these things, can make his teaching 
effective and impressive. The teacher of Economics should have 
the capacity to apply this knowledge in a practical manner. This 
practical application of the knowledge will make the teaching 
scientific, psychological, interesting, effective and impressive. In 
short, the teacher of Economics should know the following 


things :— 
(i) Practical teaching of Economics. 


(ii) Important methods of teaching of Economics. 


(3) Knowledge of the History of Education, Educational 
Psychology, Child, Psychology, Philosophy, Psychological and 
Social basis of Education, Principles of School Organisation, 
Healthy Education, Importance of evaluation and guidance in 
educational problems of the teachers of Education, 

(4) He should also have the training to apply this knowledge 
to the practical field.

CHAPTER XVI 


CO-RELATION OF ECONOMICS WITH OTHER 
SOCIAL SCIENCES 


Q. What do you understand by co-relation ? Indicate 
the ways in which Economics may be ;profitably linked 
with other subjects. 

Or 

How would you co-relate the teaching of Economics 
with other branches of social studies ? Discuss limitations 
and possibilities in bringing out integration among these 
subjects. 

Co-relation, its need and importance—Co-relation is a 
technique which establishes reciprocal relationship between 
different subjects of the curriculum for the better and clear under- 
standing of the subject under discussion. It is not a new concep- 
tion. In fact, co-relation is as old as the mythodology of teach- 
ing. No experience or knowledge is permanent and stable unless 
it is co-related with the knowledge acquired by other subjects and 
sources. According to Raymont, “No subject is ever well under- 
stood and no art is intelligently practised, if the light which the 
other studies are able to throw upon itis deliberately shut out.’ 
In fact, knowledge is one indivisible whole. Itis not possible to 
divide it into water-tight compartments. The division of the 
knowledge into various subjects has been made with a view to 
make the study convenient. There is a power of the mind which 
is called cohesion, which co-relates the knowledge acquired 
through various sources. If all the subjects are divided into water- 
tight compartments, the understanding of the knowledge shall not 
be possible because it is not possible to divide the mind of the 
students into various water-tight compartments. 


Human activities are co-related. No activity is complete in 
itself. Engineer and the producer of the cotton have co-relation- 
ship, because it is through the joint efforts of the two that the 
cloth is made. It is also related to the Medical Science and 
Mathematics. Inshort,it means that co-relationship is essential 
and inevitable. It is also useful on account of the following 
reasons : 

(1) Once the co-relationship has been established into the 
knowledge of various subjects, the knowledge of the students 
become stable and permanent. If the knowledge acquired through 
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‘the teaching of Economics is to be made practical then it is 
necessary to co-relate it with the knowledge of the other subjects. 
This co-relationship will help the students to know their environ- 


ment.- This will ultimately lead to the development of healthy 
citizenship, an essential requirement of democracy. 


(2) Co-relationship leads to economy in knowledge. Ifa 
co-relation is established between the knowledge of Economics 
and other subjects, then it is possible for the students to acquire 
knowledge in a short period of time. The knowledge of Geo- 


graphy, Mathematics, History, etc. is helpful in the teaching of 
Economics. 


(3) Co-relationship leads to the development of interest in the 
students. Students have curiosity to acquire knowledge about 
various things. When through the knowledge ol Economics they 
can acquire knowledge about other things also, then interest is 
generated in the students. 


(4) Co-relationship makes the burden of the curriculum light. 
It leads to the knowledge of various laws of learning and makes 
the knowledge conyenient. 


(5) Co-relationship of the teaching of Economics with other 
subjects leads to development of various human and social 
qualities such as co-operation, generosity and broad-mindedness, 
power of judgment, etc. The knowledge also becomes broad- 


based and so it is possible for the students to utilise the knowledge 
easily. 


à In short, it can be said that the co-relationship of Economics 
with other subjects is more or less useful and necessary. 


y Co-relationship of Economics with other Social Stu- 
dies—Economics is essentially a Social Science. It is necessary 
and useful as well that Economics should have 


T ^ à 1 co-relationship 
with other Social studies. Society and social life are treated as a 
whole. "Various branches of social studies deal w 


r ith various 
aspects and facets of the society. It is through the co-relation- 
ship of all the subjects that it is possible to acquire a broad-based 
and compact knowledge. 


Types of co-relationship—Co-relationship is of the follow- 
ing two types :— 


(a) Horizontal co-relationship. 
(b) Vertical co-relationship. 


(a) Horizontal co-relationship—In this type of co-rela- 
tionship, an attempt is made to co-relate the knowledge of various 
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subjects. This type of co-relation may be established by the 
following two methods :— 


(i) Incidental co-relation. 
(ii) Planned co-relation. 


k (i) Incidental co-relation— This is more or less natural. It 
is by chance that the teacher is able to establish co-relationship 
of the knowledge of Economics with the knowledge of other social 
studies. The teacher does not make any planned attempt to 
establish this co-relationship. For example, a teacher who is 
teaching the production of cloth may explain to the students the 
geographical factors that are responsible for the production of 
cotton. He may explain the nature of the soil, the climate, the 
rain, etc. that lead to the production of cotton. 


(ii) Planned co-relation—In this method, the teacher 
makes a deliberate attempt to teach a particular subject in such a 
way that he may go on explaining other things as well, along 
with it. 


(b) Vertical co-relationship—Here an attempt is made to 
establish co-relationship in various branches of a particular sub- 
ject. For example, an attempt may be made to co-relate Produc- 
tion, Consumption, Distribution, Exchange, etc. These subjects 
are various branches of Economics. 


Co-relation with life—The credit for this sort of co-relation- 
ship goes to Herbert Spencer. He was the man who said that 
we have to equip the students for future life and so their educa- 
tion should be co-related with life. In school, an attempt is made 


to present the life in a realistic form. 


History of co-relationship in the teaching of various 
subjects—No doubt since olden days, the teaching of various 
subjects has been co-related. But the present concept of co-rela- 
tionship is 150 years old. It developed with the -principles of 
Herbert who laid down that the main aim of the education is to 
build the character of the students. Later on Ziller, the disciple 
of Herbert, gave further exposition to this theory of. co-relation- 
ship. He thought that some subject should be made the central 
point of the entire education. John Dewey has termed this co- 
relation as integration. The present co-relationship is very much 
influenced by the thinking of John Dewey. z 


Relationship of Economics with other subjects—Econo- 
mics, as already stated is co-related with various social studies as 
well as other subjects. Economics deals with the economic life 
of the citizens. It studies the activities of man in regard to his 
livelihood. Livelihood cannot go on without other aspects of 
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social life and so it is natural for the Economics to be co-related 
with other branches of knowledge. Here we are discussing in 
brief the co-relationship of Economics with other subjects. 


Economics, Geography and Geology—These are closely 
related. Economics studies the production of various goods. This 
production is governed by various factors, that are termed as 
geographical factors. The nature of the soil, which is very much 
responsible for agriculture production is studied under Geology. 
Economical condition of a country is very much dependent on its 
geographical conditions. If India became a great power in old 
days and carried on trade through sea with other countries, it was 


possible on account of its geographical situation and other condi- 
tions. 


Human Geography is an important branch of Geography. 
Naturaland geographical factors such as mountains, forests, 
rivers, climate, etc., cast a good deal of influence on man and 
other living beings. Means of livelihood of man are very much 
governed and determined by geographical factors. Certain indus- 
tries and trades develop at a particular place when geographical 
conditions favour them. All these things are studied under 
Economics. It is, therefore, natural for Economics and Geo- 
graphy and Geology to be closely related. 


The geographical factors have a great bearing on the economy 
of acountry. In fact, it is the geographical conditions that 
prepare the economic outline. For example, if coal mines are 
Situated at a place where there are iron mines as w 
natural for such a place to grow into an industrial centre. On 
the other hand, if at a particular place a good deal of sugarcane 
is grown, sugar mills are likely to grow. In desert, it is the camel 
that can serve our purpose, In a mountainous country like Japan 
itis very difficult to establish huge industria] concerns, There 
small scale industries propelled by electricity and power shall 
have an effective production.

Civics teaches us the art of leading a happy civic life. Politics 
teaches us the art of ruling a country for the benefit of. the people 
at large. All these things cannot go on successfully unless econo- 
mic base is sound, It is with the knowledge of Economics that 
the civic life and the political life is made happy. Therefore, 
the relationship of the two is quite important and intimate. 


Economics and Commerce—In Commerce, We study 
trade and organisation of all these things. In 
short, Commerce is the subject that studies all the activities begin- 
ning from the production and leading upto the distribution. 
Other allied subjects are also studied under the scope of this 
subject. Thus, the scope of the study of Commerce is quite wide. 
Many of the topics studied under Economics form the subject- 
matter of the study of Commerce as well.

Karl Marx has presented the theory of Economic Interpretation 
of History. He has laid down the theory that various events of 


Istory are governed and have been governed by economic 
factors. 


In Europe, after Industrial Revolution, production of goods 
started in stupendous quantity. The necessity for marketing the 
Prepared goods and purchasing the raw material created a com- 
petition in the market. This gave a new turn to the history of 
the world. Various developed powers of Europe started fighting 
among themselves. Huge wars were fought and these wars 
brought new powers into being. : 


First and Second. World Wars were fought only on account 
of the economic considerations. Powers like Japan and Germany 
Wanted to usurp the trade of world and so they had to fight 
against England and America. 


"Through the History, we get the knowledge of various eco- 
nomic factors that were responsible for various historical events. 
We also know about the time of the discovery and exposition of 
various theories of Economics. The knowledge of History also 
tells us about the economic development of various countries. 
olden days, if India was attacked several times b 
Was only on account of economic reasons. When we read a parti- 
cular period, we know about the economic condition of that 
period. Importance of the various principles of Economics is 
realised by the students only when they know about the historical 
factors that have given birth to those principles. In fact, it is 
necessary to establish co-relation in the teaching of Economics and 
History. Without the knowledge of one, the knowledge ofthe 
other shall not be complete. Economics and History are twin-sisters 
of humanities. The study of one is, therefore, incomplete without 
the study of the other.

In short, Sociology is very 
helpful in giving a 


practical shape to Economics, 


Economics and Agriculture—Most of the Asiatic countries 
are essentially agriculturists. This is true about India, Pakistan 
China and Indonesia. Before we assess economic condition of a 
country, we have to take into consideration its main occupation 
or business. The functions of agriculture are determined by the 
principles of economy. Agriculture is. nothing, but the means 
for earning livelihood. The relationship of the two is, therefore, 
quite close and natural Agriculture ofa country cannot develop 
properly unless it is based on certain economic principles. The 
Agriculture teaches students about the nature of the soil, seed, 
manure, water and other implements of agriculture. These things, 
ifutilised properly, shall yield good crop and bring about econo- 
mic development of the country. Many of the things of agricul- 
ture are studied under Economics. In fact, we have to have agri- 
cultural economy in order to have proper understanding of the 
requirements of agriculture. When agriculture has developed 
to a certain extent, many of the economic problems are solved, 
Tt also tells us about giving more work to people in it. Tf the 
agriculture progresses, it means more of grains and other raw 
materials, such as cotton, jute, sugarcane, etc. This thing would 
mean development of industry and production and export and 
import. These things would mean better living standard for the 
people at large and better development of industry and trade. 
All these things have vital bearing upon Economics. The two 
subjects are, therefore, very intimately related. 


Economics and Ethics—Economic problems cannot be 
solved unless there is an ethical base for them. It is the Ethi 
that teaches us about the proper and just behaviour. Econom ai 
balance can be established only through ethical attitude of life, 
Company law, rules in regard to co-operative societies, contract 
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system, etc. are all based o

are laid down With an eye on human psychology, we can be sure 
to go a long way towards economic success, 


In order to accentuate production industrialists give bonus, 
Prizes, and other facilities to their Workers. They are given on 
the psychological principle of. providing incentive and encourage- 
ment. On the other hand, if a labourer keeps on worrying about 
his personal problems, he cannot make proper efforts in the field 
of production. On the other hand, if he is mentally free from 
his personal worries, he shall be able to concentrate on his own 
Work and do a lot to improve the production. With his Psycho- 


logical background, a change of hundreds Or thousands may be 
made. 


Ihe latest branch of Psychology is Industrial Psychology. It 
studies the various problems of industry from a psychological 
angle. Industry has alotto do with Economics. From this 
aspect also, Economics and Psychology are inter-related,

CHAPTER XVII 
EVALUATION IN ECONOMICS 


O. Discuss the meaning, importance and the aims 
of evaluation in the teaching of Economics. What are the 
defects of the present examination system and how can they 
he removed ? 


^ 


Meaning and Importance of Evaluation—In the modern 
set-up, evaluation has become very important not only in educa- 
tion, but other fields of life as well. We attempt to test the various 
types of achievements of a person in different fields of his life. 
It is the duty of the teacher to go ahead. with the programme of 
evaluation. The teacher cannot ascertain his own success unless 
he has evaluated the achievements of his own pupils. 

The remarks of the Directorate of Extension Programme for 
Secondary Education are worth reproducing here, “Evaluation 
signifies a wider, more comprehensive and continuous process of 
assessing student progress It is integrated with the whole task of 
education and its purpose is to improve instruction and not merely 
to measure its achievements. In its highest sense evaluation brings 
out the factors that are inherent in student growth such as proper 
attitudes and habits, manipulative skills, appreciations and under- 
standings." 


Aims of Eyaluation—The following are some of the princi- 
pal aims of evaluation :— 

(1) To ascertain the achievement of the pupils and the 
educands. 

(2) To analyse the difficulties and limitations of the students. 

(3) To classify the students. 

(4) To bring improvement in the teaching method. 


(5) To provide educational and vocational guidance to the 
students. ; 


(6) To encourage the process of learning. 
(7) To ascertain the achievements of the students. 


(8) To ascertain the utility of teaching methods and techni- 
ques. 


Methods of Evaluation—Evaluation is normally made by 
the following techniques :— 


(1) Observation Technique.

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(b) Dissertation Type—This is an examination which is 
meant for higher classes, such as University classes. In this type 
of examination, the student is given a particular topic and he is 
asked to write out a long essay running into hundreds of pages. 

j Then certain examiners evaluate the dissertation. 


(c) New or Objective Type—This system is of recent 
growth and new in character. Itis being practised at all levels. 
We shall talk about it in detail in the next chapter. 


Elements of theory and practice in examination— 
Economics has two aspects—theoretical as well as practical. The 
examination of Economics should besuch thatitcan be kept on 
testing both the aspects of Economics The examination should 
also encourage the students to take to original thinking. If only 
one aspect of the teaching of Economics is tested then the purpose 
is not fulfilled. 


Defects of the present system of examination—As 
already stated, today we have mainly the essay-type of examina- 
tion or written examination. This examination has not been 
successful, It has not fulfilled the objectives for which it was 
actually meant. Following are. the arguments that are advanced 
against it :— 


(1) It is not possible to test the entire knowledge of the 
students within a short period of time and within limited ques- 
tions.

Strong Points—In spite of these defects, the present system 
of examination has certain strong points as well :— 

(1) It helps the teacher to test at least the power of retention 
and the power of memory of the students. 

(2) Through this system of examination, the students learn to 
express their ideas which they will have to do in life. 


(3) No,doubt, craming is bad, but this craming is helpful in 
certain aspects of life and there it serves the purpose. 


(4) It helps the students to acquire command over the lang- 
uage and it is the language that is helpful in future life. 


(5) It teaches the students to arrange the facts properly and 
in a scientific manner. 


Suggestions for the improvement in examination 
system—The following suggestions can be given to remove the 
defects of present examination system :— 


(1), In place of essay type examination, new system of exami- 
nation, having objective tests, should be introduced. 


(2) The nature of questions should be changed. The ques- 
tions should be such that they may be answered in a lesser time. 
Objective ty pe of questions will serve the purpose. 

(3) For the examination purpose, a list of the questions 
should be prepared by the experienced teachers In this test, 
questions should also be in the form of experiments. 

(4) In order to end the element of chance, re-examination 
should also be given place, if it appears to be proper. 

(5) Only those experienced teachers who havethe sound 
knowledge of a particular subject, should be made examiners. 

(6) The questions set in the examination paper should be of 
varied nature so that the real knowledge of the students may be 
judged. 

(7) The curriculum should be wide. The students should 
be allowed to use freely text books and other materials in the 
examination hall.

CHAPTER XVIII 


OBJECTIVE TESTS IN THE TEACHING 
OF ECONOMICS 


Q. What is the importance of objective tests in the 
teaching of Economics? Discuss some of the objective 
tests which are useful for the teaching of Economics. 


Importance of the Objective Tests—Psychology has made 
a very valuable contribution in the field of education. On the 
basis of this contribution, certain new types of tests have been 
evolved. ‘These tests are called Objective Tests or New Type of 
Tests. They are based on the latest researches in the field of 
education and psychology. They try to test the objectivity of the 
students. In the teaching of Economics, these objective tests can 
be more useful. Economics is a subject in which students have 
more toleara than cram. It is a subject in which there is no 
need of such questions whose answers are long and descriptive. 


Hence, the objective tests serve the purpose. In these tests, 
students are not required to write too much. There are short 


questions and so the students have to write very little. They have 
to indicate whether a particular answer is correct or not. 

Following are the qualities and characteristics of the New 
Type of Tests :— 

(1) Objectivity—As the name indicates, these tests try to 
test the objectivity. An attempt is made to do away with the 
subjective element of students in writing out the answers, It also 
helps the examiner to be free from the element of subjectivity. 
In marking an essay type of question, the teacher may award 
more marks to a person who has written his answer in a good 
handwriting. It is not possible in an objective test. Since the 
answer is mathematically correct, hehas to award marks. Any 
teacher would award the same marks. Therefore, it is necessary 
that the questions should be so framed that they may have no 
element of subjectivity in them. 

(2) Validity—We have to have a valid knowledge about 
the things that we want to examine. For example, if we want 
to measure about a thing through examination, we have to 
know how far it is possible for us to measure that thing. 


(3) Reliability—We have also to know whether the thing 
we want to examine is reliable and dependable. In objective 


types, of tests itis possible. If the objective test is correct, the 
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marks that the student shall secure shall be the same that he shall 
secure at the hands of some other examiner. Objective tests have 
this quality in them. 


(4) Simple to mark— These tests are easy to mark, Mark- 
ing of these questions does not take long time. 


, (5) Easy to use— These tests are easy to use. Any teacher, 
if he has some knowledge of the background of the objective test, 
may use these tests with confidence and in a correct manner. 


It is on account of these qualities and characteristics that the 
modern educationists think that in the teaching of Economics, 
objective tests are more useful than essay-type tests, 


Kinds of Objective Tests—Objective tests can be broadly 
classified undertwo categories :— 

(1) Recognition Type Objective Tests 

(2) Recall Type Objective Tests 

(1) Recognition Type Objective Tests—In this type of 
objective tests, the capability of the students to recognise is tested. 
These tests can be further classified under following heads :— 

(a) True-False or Alternative Response Type Tests 

(b) Multiple Choice Type Tests 

(c) Matching Type Tests 

(d) Classification Type Tests 

(a) True-False or Alternative Response Type Tests— 
In this type of tests, a number of statements are given. Some of 
these statements are true, whereas the others are false. The stu- 


dents are required to write ‘T> (True), ‘F’ (False), against these 
statements, as they deem fit.

CHAPTER XIX 
LESSON PLANNING IN ECONOMICS 


For a successful teaching it is necessary to have a Lesson 
Plan. This Lesson Plan is drawn by the teacher when he is a 
pupil teacher in the Training College. There he learns to teach 
successfully. For his teaching, he drawsa plan, which is known 
as Lesson Plan. In the Lesson Plan, the folowing things are 
displayed :— 

(1) The knowledge acquired by the students. 

2) The direction to which the students have to be carried 
and the subject of the new lesson: 

(3) There is the exposition of the general and the specific 
objectives of the teaching. It is these objectives that have to be 
achieved in teaching. 

(4) The statement of the experiences of the teaching, 

(5) It presents and organises the method of imparting know- 
ledge. 

Five steps of Herbert and the Lesson Plan—Herbert was 
an idealist. He thought that the main aim of the education is 
to build the character of children, In order to achieve this 
objective, he gives an important place to the teacher. He also 
gave a method to the teacher for successful teaching, It is 
through this method that the objectives of the teaching are to be 


achieved. 
Four steps or five steps of Herbertian method—There 
are four steps of the Herbertian method :— 


(1) Clearness. 

(2) Association. 

(3) System. 

(4) Method. 

Ziller, the disciple of Herbert, made these four into five. He 
divided the first step of clearness into two namely :— 


(1) Introduction. 
(2) Presentation. 


All these five steps of method of teaching are known after 
Herbert, In the teaching of Economics, lesson planning

These general aims are 
almost the same in all the lessons. The main aim of the teacher 
of Economics is to achieve these objectives through the teaching 
of Economics. These general aims are as given below :— 


(1) To acquaint the students with the elementary theories 
and principles of Economics and to equip them to face and solve 
the economic problems of their future life. 


(2) To acquaint the students with various economic prob- 
lems of the society and the State and also to acquaint them 
With the solution of these problems. 


(3) To bring home to the students the practical importance 
of Economics. 


(4) To acquaint the students with the various Steps taken by 
the State to establish a welfare State, 


(5) To develop the power of thinking, reasoning, and know- 
ledge of the students so that they may be able to know perfectly 
about Production, Consumption, Exchange, Distribution, etc., 
and their various problems and working. 


(6) To develop the quality of broad-mindedness in the stu- 


dents so that they may understand the problems of other countries 
and have sympathy with those problems. 


(7) To equip the stu 


dents to be able to compare the progress

Specific aims and objectives— These aims and objectives 
are directly based on the topic. They should be presented in 
simple and concise form. 

Teaching aids— Teaching aids occupy a significant place in 
the teaching of Economics. These teaching aids are used for 
making the teaching effective and interesting. They should be 
used judiciously and in order to meet the requirements of the 
topic. As far as possible, the teaching aids should be cheap. and 
have a direct bearing upon the topic. They should not be 
repeated in every lesson. The more important teaching aids that 
may be successfully used in the teaching of Economics are: (1) 
Text Books, (2) Charts, (3) Maps, and (4) Records. 

Knowledge assumed or previous knowledge—This is 


the base of the presentation of subject-matter. The teacher should 
act very cautiously in using it. It is on this foundation that the 


teaching of the whole lesson is conducted. 


Introduction—It is at this stage that the teaching of the 
lesson starts. Its main aims are the following :— 


(1) To test the knowledge assumed of the students. 


(2) To prepare an effective atmosphere for acquisition of 
the new knowledge. 
(3) To prepare the students to acquire the new knowledge. 


"There is set rule about the introduction :— 

(1) It may be either in the form of certain questions, or 

(2) The teacher may display some picture, chart or diagram, 
or (3) The teacher may begin by narrating a story. 


In doing all these things, the teacher should keep in mind 
the psychology of the students. He. should also see to it that a 
psychological system is established in the minds of the students. 
One step of the introduction should form an integral part of the 
otherstep. Introduction should start on the basis of the know- 
ledge assumed or the previous knowledge ofthe students. It 
should always be borne in mind that the introduction may .not 


become too long.

Presentation—It is here that the new lesson is presented. 
As and when possible, an attempt should be made to co-relate 
the knowledge of this lesson with the knowledge of other subjects. 
The pupil teacher should try to apply the appropriate method for 
the teaching of the topic. It is at this stage that the teaching aids 
are employed. 

Black-board substance—An attempt should be made to 
divide the lesson into certain convenient units. At the end of 
One unit or lesson, important elements should be put down in the 
form of black-board substance. It is also possible to put down 
the questions meant for recapitulation in the form of black-board 
substance. It is also possible to go on developing the black-board 
substance along with the development of the lesson. 


Precautions—Students should not be allowed to note down 
the black-board substance while the teaching is going on. They 
should be allowed to do so only at the end of the lesson. 


Recapitulation—The main aim of this step ‘is to test the 
knowledge acquired by the students, It is at this stage of the 
teaching that the teacher is also able to test his own working. It 
should not take very long time. 


Home Work—At the end of the lesson, the students may be 
given some home work. This home work should be given in 
accordance with the age and psychological requirements of the 
students. Home task should be given in order to test the know- 
ledge acquired by the students. It should also aim at developing 
the habit of sel£study in the students. While giving home task 
the interest, the individual difference, and the conditions of the 


students should also be kept in mind. The teacher should examine 
the home work regularly.

Enterprise is also needed 
for the trade, It is this power which gives the trader the capacity 
to suffer the loss and damages. All these things are secured with 
the help of capital. 


Sources and Importance of Capital

the bank and sometimes from the Government).
